
Freeman Due to Surrender 
Today; Bail Reduced to 75K

Dr. Dean Freeman, charged with the attempt¬ 
ed murder of Mario Mondelli last July 25, is 
scheduled to surrender himself to police in San 
Francisco today, Thursday, May 11. 

Over the objections of the city district 
attorney’s office, Freeman’s attorney Jim 
Collins has already succeeded in having his 
client’s bail reduced before Municipal Judge 
Perker Meeks. According to Jeff Ross in the 
district attorney’s office. Freeman’s bail - on 
a total of 15 related charges, 14 of them 
felonies - was dropped from $200,000 to 
$75,000. 

In separate action, the state attorney gener¬ 


al’s office, acting as attorneys for the California 
Medical Board, has moved to revoke Freeman’s 
medical license. 

Freeman, a psychiatrist, was a member of the 
staff at San Francisco General Hospital when he 
met Mondelli, a patient at the time. 

Police reports and accusations made before 
the medical board state that the doctor and 
patient became lovers, and that Freeman was at 
Mondelli’s apartment, clad only in his under¬ 
shorts and with methamphetamines in his 
bloodstream, when he wounded Mondelli at 
least ten times in the head and back with an ax 
and hunting knife. 

No motive in the case has yet been suggest¬ 
ed. T

Flicks Nix 
Homo Fix

The executive director 
of the 19th San Francisco 
International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival has 
apologized to Eros, the 
Center For Safe Sex, after 
that club’s ad was rejected 
from the festival cata¬ 
logue. 

Frameline executive director 
Tess Martin told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the Eros ad, with an 
image of two men kissing - with 
no genital exposure - was rejected 
because “it was decided the photo 
was questionable.” 

The ad has previously appeared 
in the gay press. 

Martin said the non-profit 
group would also find an alternate 
way to publicize the sex club dur¬ 
ing the June 9-17 film festival, and 
is discussing possible sponsorship 
of next year’s festival by Eros. 

“I’m still trying to determine 
what happened,” Martin said. “It’s 
not a First Amendment issue, it 
was done for stylistic reasons. 

“It was an eleventh-hour 
snafu.” 

Eros co-director Buzz Bense 
declined to call the action censor¬ 
ship, but said the Frameline deci¬ 
sion “was a poor judgment call” 
and complained that because the 
ad was rejected late, he had no 


chance to substitute a different 
image in the catalogue. 

Gay male-phobia? 

“I strongly dispute this judg¬ 
ment call,” Bense told the B.A.R., 
“and I feel that it was based on 
sex-phobic 
and gay 
male-pho¬ 
bic atti¬ 
tudes. This 
ad is not 
explicit in 
any way. 

There are 
no geni¬ 
tals, no 
butts, and 
no sug¬ 
gested sex¬ 
ual activi- Tess Martin 
ties. It is 

simply -a --— 

photograph of two men engaged 
in a passionate kiss. If this was a 
photograph of Sharon Stone and 
Kevin Costner, no one would 
blink an eye - standard movie 
stuff.” 

Bense was later told that the 
decision was made by the festi¬ 
val’s development department, 
and was made because Frameline 
was concerned about offending 
corporate sponsorship - charges 
that Martin denies. 

The festival has advertising 
content guidelines that forbid

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Causey Trust Case Settled After 
Witherspoon Letter Surfaces

A formal letter of apology will be pub¬ 
lished by the Indiana trustee of the estate of 
the late Phil Causey, a San Francisco man 
who died of AIDS, in next week’s Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The apology is part of a settlement 
obtained by two local attorneys on behalf of 
the estate of the man who was the major ben¬ 
eficiary of Causey’s trust. 

The letter from James Causey of Indiana 
will apologize for his conduct as trustee of 
the estate of his brother, who died in 1991 of 
AIDS. 

Other terms of the settlement remain con¬ 
fidential, according to attorney Daniel 
Murphy, who represents the estate of Phil 
Causey’s late lover Mark Wilson. 

“I have no comment on the terms of the 
settlement, but the settlement reached today 
in Mark Wilson’s lawsuit is a victory for all 
of us. All Californians have a right to be free 
from financial or physical abuse,” Murphy 
said. 

Wilson was Causey’s lover until Causey’s 


death nine days after the 1991 trust was 
inaugurated. 

The lawsuit was filed by Billy Howard 
Jones, who became Wilson’s lover and cared 
for him during the last years of his life. 
Wilson died last October. 

Jones charged James Causey with more 
than a dozen causes of action that included 
fraud and fiduciary abuse of a dependent adult. 

Although Murphy refused to discuss the 
financial terms of the settlement, previous 
settlement demands included the stipulation 
that Causey return all fees he charged the 
estate, and pay a cash settlement of 
$450,000. 

Settlement demands also included a stip¬ 
ulation that the law office of controversial 
trust attorney Gerald Witherspoon return all 
fees it charged and was paid in connection 
with the Causey trust. 

Witherspoon is the gay attorney who was 
the subject of a conflict of interest complaint 
filed with the California State Bar last year 
by the trustee of Wilson’s estate. No action 
was taken by the state bar on the complaint.

Gay Man Appeals 
Dismissal by Transamerica

A 47-year-old San Francisco 
man who was dismissed by 
Transamerica after five years of 
employment there is appealing a 
judge’s decision that a former 
supervisor did not discriminate 
against him, and that her homo- 
phobic comments were accept¬ 
able office “banter.” 

Editorial consultant Dave 
Gurzenski, a five-year Trans¬ 
america employee, said things 
became difficult at work when he 
learned “from another employee 
that someone had searched 
through my desk and found a gay 
news magazine” that he had 
brought with him to the office. 

After “it became common 
knowledge in our office I was 
no* heterosexual,” Gurzenski 
alleges, his 32-year-old manag¬ 
er Laurie Bayless told others in 
the company about the gay pub¬ 
lication - and of her belief that 
bringing such literature into the 
workplace was grounds for dis¬ 
missal. Gurzenski also claims 
Bayless began making such 
overtly homophobic statements 
as “I’m going to kick David’s 
gay ass around the block.” 

Judge Malcolm Mackey 
ruled on Thursday, April 27 that 
those and other comments by 
Bayless - including “Rock 
Hudson got exactly what he 


deserved” - did not violate sex¬ 
ual orientation statutes in the 
California state labor code. Nor, 
in Mackey’s opinion, was it a 
violation when Bayless filed 
poor job performance reviews 
of Gurzenski - for the first time 
in five years - only after he had 
privately complained to her 
about her homophobic behavior. 

(Bayless, represented by the 
giant Los Angeles-based law 
firm of Latham & Watkins, sim¬ 
ply testified she never knew her 
employee was gay, successfully 
refuting the plaintiff’s claim of 
discrimination - to Mackey, at 
least.) 

A breakdown in the EHS 

Gurzenski claims that after 
his gay magazine was discov¬ 
ered, Bayless increased the 
amount of work he had to do, 
and scrutinized it more than 
usual. Just before he was to go 
on vacation in May 1993, 
Bay less complained about a 14- 
page status report he had pre¬ 
pared, which she felt was not 
detailed enough, prompting him 
to confront her over the “differ¬ 
ent” treatment he was receiving. 

Upon his return, Gurzenski 
learned Bayless had filed com¬ 
plaints about his performance 
on various reports. “A week 
later, after working throughout 
the July 4th weekend and an all- 


night session on July 6, he suf¬ 
fered an emotional breakdown 
in Transamerica’s Employee 
Health Service,” according to 
his suit. 

Gurzenski then took a dis¬ 
ability leave, after which 
Transamerica could not “find” 
another suitable position for 
him when he sought to return. 
Finally, after Judge Mackey 
ruled against him - and charged 
him with more than $5,000 for 
Transamerica’s Latham & 
Watkins defense - Transamerica 
officially dismissed Gurzenski 
and offered to dismiss the court 
expenses only if he gives up his 
appeal. 

But he remains unrepentant, 
saying “I chose to continue my 
fight against this Goliath com¬ 
pany and its high-powered legal 
defense team. 

“I can understand the reluc¬ 
tance of employees to come for¬ 
ward with additional evidence 
for fear of the same reprisal I 
experienced when speaking out 
against such injustice. Yet I hope 
others might recall details of 
similar infractions that pinpoint 
sexual orientation, age, or gen¬ 
der discrimination within 
Transamerica.” 

No spokesperson from 
Transamerica returned the 
B.A.R.' s phone calls by 
presstime. ▼

Bike-A-Thon Saturday To Benefit Open Hand

This Saturday, May 13, an 
estimated 500 bicyclists will 
gather at the Presidio Log Cabin 
at 7 a.m., and then break into 
four groups pedaling through 
different scenic routes as partic¬ 
ipants in the 11th Annual AIDS 
Bike-A-Thon. 

Cyclists will choose from 
among the routes depending on 
cycling ability and energy lev¬ 
els, in an effort to raise money 
for Project Open Hand, leading 


provider of hot meals, groceries, 
and nutritional advice for some 
2,800 people living with 
HIV/AIDS in San Francisco and 
Alameda County. 

All rides begin and end at the 
Presidio Log Cabin site, and 
each route will offer rest stops 
with snacks, beverages, and 
mechanical support. 

The first route is a relatively 
easy 12-mile loop through 
Lincoln Park and Golden Gate 
Park, which takes from one to 
three hours to complete. 


The second route is a more 
challenging 25-mile tour 
through the Marina, along 
Ocean Beach to Lake Merced, 
and back via Golden Gate Park. 
This takes from two to four 
hours.

East Bay AIDS Foundation 
Gets Major Grant

Blue Cross of California has 
donated $46,500 to the East Bay 
AIDS Foundation, which acts as 
a development agency for other 
AIDS efforts in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties. 

The additional funding will 
enhance the group’s mission of 
increasing the resources avail¬ 
able to community AIDS orga¬ 
nizations, according to Marc V. 
Colelli, Executive Director. 
Currently, according to figures 
released by his office, the East 
Bay receives $4,406 per living 
case of AIDS, compared to 
$8,518 per case in San 
Francisco, in state and federal 
funds. 

Colelli said, “Private 
resources in the East Bay 
remain untapped, or continue to 
flow to San Francisco.” He 
added, “For the people of the 
East Bay corridor, AIDS is only 
one of many troubles. Poverty, 
homelessness, substance abuse, 
threats of violence, all may 
make avoiding infection and 
caring for one’s health more dif¬ 
ficult. These factors also make 
the AIDS caregiver’s job more 
difficult and time-consuming as 
well, as providers can attest.” 

With the grant, EBAF can 
add a Resource Development 
Project, to increase the material 
resources available through 
grant proposals, partnerships, 
special events, corporate giving, 
planned giving, and major donor 
solicitation. 

“This contribution is intend¬ 
ed to develop a framework to 


assist local organizations pro¬ 
viding AIDS services respond to 
the increasing number of 
HIV/AIDS cases in Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties,” said 
Blue Cross board member Dr. 
Hallie A. Beacham. The founda¬ 


tion concentrates its efforts on 
the epicenter cities of 
Richmond, San Pablo, 
Emeryville, Berkeley, and 
Oakland. Slightly more than 
half of all East Bay AIDS cases 
occur in these five cities. ▼

Holy Names College Decries 
Homophobia After Vandalism

Students of Holy Names College, a distin¬ 
guished private Catholic school in the Oakland 
Hills, allege “a lot of gay bashing and vandalism to 
cars” has been occurring on campus or in the vicin¬ 
ity of the college lately. On Wednesday, May 3, 
students of the college who wanted to draw atten¬ 
tion to the problem participated in what they called 
“a demonstration” - but what administrators called 
an “ecumenical service of healing.” 

Kevin Clark, a gay man who arrived at the col¬ 
lege to register as a night student as the demon¬ 
stration was in progress, reported that demonstra¬ 
tors carried “Silence=Death” placards and other 
signs, and distributed gay-positive flyers saying 
“We’re People Too.” 

Xavier E. Romano, vice president for student 
affairs at Holy Names, and Sharon M. Casey, 
director of campus ministry, told the B.A.R. the 
event was an ecumenical service for healing, spon¬ 
sored by the administration to encourage support 
of diversity. In fact, Romano said, some faculty 
and staff of the Catholic college chose “to demon¬ 
strate our commitment to diversity and social 
responsibility” by wearing rainbow ribbons to the 
event.

but no violence 

Romano and Casey also said there had been no 
serious acts of violence at the school, despite gos¬ 
sip circulating among students. Tak Sukekane, 
director of public relations at Holy Names, said 
rumors that one student had been hospitalized after 
a bashing were simply not true. 

Sukekane also called reports of a stabbing in the 
campus theatre “completely bogus.”

No reports of any such incidents were available 
from files and logs of the Oakland Police 
Department. 

Holy Names officials confirmed in a May 2 
memo that two incidents of vandalism occurred on 
campus “representing homophobic behavior, and a 
degree of cruelty and mean-spiritedness that is 
intolerable within our collegiate community.” 

In one incident, an auto parked on the campus 
was smeared with red lipstick, and a rainbow flag 
decal on the rear bumper had been damaged in an 
apparent effort to rip it off. 

Campus authorities encouraged students to 
report any information regarding any hate-related 
incidents to campus authorities. 

“We really live in some very troubled times,” 
Romano said, adding that the incidents tended to 
“galvanize the campus, in terms of our commit¬ 
ment to diversity.” ▼

Put yourself back 
in the picture!

A track coach at Encinal 
High School who also worked 
as an HIV educator is suing the 
Alameda Unified School 
District for failing to put a halt 
to derisive, homophobic com¬ 
ments once his HIV status 
became known. 

Oakland resident Alvin 
Pickettay, 27, said that his work- 
life at the school went downhill 
after an April 6 article appeared 
in a local newspaper about his 
speaking engagements in con¬ 
nection with AIDS Project of 
the East Bay. Pickettay, who 
said he “lives for track,” told the 
Bay Area Reporter no one at the 
school had known before the 
article was published, because 
“I try not to bring my sex life 
and my HIV status to track.” 

Soon afterwards things disin¬ 
tegrated at work so badly that 
Vice Principal Kevin Beale 
questioned two of Pickettay’s 
athletes about their “relation¬ 
ship” with him, according to the 
complaint. 

Pickettay’s attorney Bruce 
Nickerson told the B.A.R., 
“They’ve tried to raise the oldest 
canard in the book - that Alvin 
became a coach because of a 
sexual interest in students, in 
athletes.” 

The suit specifically names 
baseball coach Dave Saunders 
and athletic director Debbie 
Budd, alleging their anti-gay 
epithets and behavior prompted 
Pickettay to quit, despite over¬ 
whelming support from his 
team’s 30 parents. 

Budd reportedly ordered that 
only coaches other than 
Pickettay administer first aid to 
injured track athletes. Even 
worse, 15-year-old Encinal stu¬ 
dent Tim Gresham says he heard 
Saunders say, “It’s good that 
that queer has AIDS.” 

“I think it’s more homopho¬ 
bia than AIDS phobia,” one 
track student’s mother told the 
B.A.R. on the condition of 
anonymity. An investigation 
into the allegations by Encinal 
revealed no wrongdoing. 

The lawsuit had been put on 
hold, according to Nickerson, 
until a second investigation by 
the district could be completed. 
But after the near-suspension of 
a ninth grade special education 
student who organized a demon¬ 
stration in support of Pickettay 
last month, Nickerson said the 
lawsuit was reinstated. “It 
smacked of retaliation,” he said. 

The student. Ole Olsen, led 
an April 25 walkout by more 
than 100 students, and heard 
two days later from assistant 
coach Don Grant that he could 
not run on the team any more, 
ostensibly because of poor 
grades. Special education stu¬ 
dents are rarely expected to toe 
the same academic line as main¬ 
stream students, and Olsen told 
the B.A.R. that running track 
actually boosted his grades. 

Grant told Olsen at the time 
that he wanted Olsen to stay on 
the team. The student has since 
heard, albeit through the 
grapevine, that he is back on the 
team. 

Repeated calls to the school 
and District Superintendent 
Dennis Chaconas were not 
returned to the B.A.R. 


Won’t quit outreach 

The school district will have 
to defend their actions in two 
areas, according to Nickerson: 
violation of the labor code’s 
sexual orientation protection, 
and the American Disability 
Act’s prohibition against AIDS 
discrimination. 

But the worst damage, 
Nickerson said, will come when 
Pickettay faces the kids he has 
spoken to about HIV. “[Alvin] 
has to go back to that same 
academy and say ‘Hey, it still 
isn’t okay to come out, look 
what’s happened to me.’” 

Pickettay told the B.A.R. he 
has no plans to quit as a com¬ 
munity outreach coordinator 
with AIDS Project East Bay. In 
fact, he said, “Now more of the 
kids have been asking me ques¬ 
tions” about transmission of 
HIV. 

And he still sees a future in 


coaching, even if it means start¬ 
ing all over as a volunteer, the 
same route he followed at 
Encinal for three years. “It’s not 
about the money,” he said. 

He did acknowledge that it’s 
been doubly painful to be 
snubbed by the school, since it 
is also his alma mater, where he 
was an “all-prep” track star 
before graduating in 1986. 
(Needless to say, he’ll be a no- 
show at next year’s ten-year 
reunion.) 

While Pickettay is no longer 
a star runner at Encinal, his 
glory days are far from behind 
him. He competed in last year’s 
Gay Games, and his concern for 
children prompted him to learn 
sign language as part of a long- 
range goal to open a home for 
the hearing impaired. Pickettay 
and his lover are both certified 
foster parents by the State of 
California. ▼

gill debating various tax and 
service cuts, we keep 
hearing variations on the 
old theme of “There are 
two kinds of people in this world: 
those who believe tax cuts stimulate 
the economy [or, those who believe 
less government is better, or whatev¬ 
er] and those who don’t.” 

In the matter of Medicare and 
Medicaid, it seems, the two kinds are 
those who think they would not be 
able to survive a catastrophic illness 
without it (i.e., most of us), and those 
who are protected by extraordinarily 
strong insurance plans (i.e., Senators 
and Representatives) who don’t. 
Unfortunately, the latter are setting 
the policy for the former. 

Their attitude as they do so 
reminds us of Mink Stole, in the 
John Waters film Pink Flamingos , 
telling the late Cookie Mueller, 
“There are two kinds of people in 
this world. Miss Sandstone. Our 
kind and assholes .” When Mueller 
(who, for those who don’t know, 
later died of AIDS) responds “What 
am I supposed to do now?” Stole 
snaps back: “Do? Why, you can eat 
shit for all we care.” 

It’s a response that would not sur¬ 
prise us coming from the GOP 
hatchet-wielders in Congress these 
days. 

Congressional Republicans fre¬ 
quently remind us of John Waters 
movie characters, and we are heart¬ 
broken Divine died before getting a 
chance to play Newt Gingrich. The 
petulance that is so scary coming out 
of Gingrich might be funny coming 
from a 300-pound glamorous drag 
queen with a Baltimore accent, and 
we can easily picture the scene in 
which Newt appears at his wife’s 
hospital bed after her cancer treat¬ 
ments to tell her (as Gingrich did in 
real life) “I want a di -vonce!” 


as a means of protecting our own. 

Despite the position taken by 
right wing extremists who are fight¬ 
ing against our battle for equality, 
human rights are not finite resources, 
depleted for African-Americans 
when gays and lesbians secure them 
(or vice versa); in fact, the reverse is 
true. The personal danger of losing 
your civil rights escalates exponen¬ 
tially with the rarity of civil rights 
allowed everyone else. That is why 
we agree that efforts to dismantle 
affirmative action are as wrong as 
attempts to dismantle Medicaid and 
Medicare, which are as wrong as 
Amendment 2’s efforts to roll back 
gay and lesbians rights in Colorado. 

A reminder of the interconnect¬ 
edness of our tiny world was driven 
home at the Project Inform dinner 
last weekend, in which Larry 
Kramer spoke at length about the 
possibility/probability that HIV 
entered the country through non- 
purified blood products. If compa¬ 
nies that imported the blood from 
around the world had cared enough 
about the hemophiliac community to 
guard against Hepatitis B - using a 
procedure that was known to be 
effective since before the end of 
WWII - other blood-borne viruses 
(like HIV) would not have been 
allowed to spread as they have. 

Unfortunately, hemophiliacs 
have never had a strong lobbying 
presence, and their plight was 
ignored. For 40 years people who 
suffered from one disease were vir¬ 
tually sentenced to another (and any¬ 
one who has ever had Hepatitis B 
knows the misery it causes). If 
enough outrage had been mustered 
to protect them, we would have pro¬ 
tected ourselves. Protecting others is 
self-preservation, as always. 

That’s why it was so great to see 
so many people of all stripes at the 
rally against the Contract with 
America Saturday. Now is the time, 
to use Pastor Niemueller’s famous 
quote, before they come for you and 
there’s no one left to object, to voice 
your opposition to all forms of intol¬ 
erance and exploitation. 

Otherwise, when they do come 
for you, you can eat shit for all they 
care. ▼ 


No White Whine 
For Me, Thanks

s I spend time round the Castro and 
other parts of SF, I hear some gay 
men agreeing with the calls for an 
end to affirmative action. It seems 
everyone has their favorite horror story of a 
job denied or of incompetents in the work 
place, and it is all too easy to blame these on 
what some call “reverse discrimination.” But 
is affirmative action really the problem, or are 
the problems attributed to affirmative action 
really just symptoms of some deeper problem? 
The answer isn’t clear, but my own experience 
suggests that ending affirmative action is not 
going to solve the problem. 

As a gay white male, I understand the 
anger and frustration that have given rise to 
this issue. My own background was Southern 
blue collar, and it took many years of hard 
work to get the education that would allow me 
to escape to a job and a place where I could 
feel free. Those years of work weren’t easy - 
there was no affirmative action for poor white 
boys lacking in social skills and education - 
no special preference for college, no special 
services or mentoring. And what was the 
reward for battling the existing cultural barri¬ 
ers? A relatively good job, but nowhere near 
what I worked for. Although my skills are 
good. I’m told I can’t get the better jobs that I 
trained for because I’m a white male. 

I suspect many other gay men are in the same 
boat, and of course it doesn’t seem fair. So why 
am I not jumping on the bandwagon to end affir¬ 
mative action? For two important reasons: 1) 
affirmative action has been good for me, and 2) 
ending it isn’t going to change things. 

How has affirmative action been good for 
me, and for many other gay men? Put very 
simply, affirmative action has forced the work 
place to open up. Requiring corporations and 
agencies to hire more women and minorities 
has changed the work atmosphere in subtle 
and varied ways that are good for us. For one, 
it’s clear that hiring and promotion can’t be so 
easily based on whether you’re a good social 
fit, come from the right background, or look 
right - something that surely helps many of us. 
Secondly, though political correctness at work 
can be overdone, it is also clear that it’s more 
difficult to joke around, to be a “good ole boy,” 
to be “-ist” (racist, sexist, or, homophobic) for 
fear of offending someone - something that 
again makes it easier for us. Most importantly, 
it is during this same era that we have seen the 
widest development of nondiscrimination 
clauses for gays in the work place - a direct 
result of greater work place tolerance for 
diversity. 

It is often said that non-discrimination 
clauses would protect these work place 
changes, and that ending affirmative action 
would make entrance into the work place fair¬ 
er. That’s a fairly shaky argument. As the lack 
of women, minorities, and visible gays above 
middle management suggests, advantaged, 
presumably heterosexual, white males still 
have a pretty strong hold on promotion and 
power. In a world of mergers, down-sizing, 
and reductions-in-force, ending affirmative 
action has one big effect - it makes it easier to 
hire those who fit in best with those who man¬ 
age to stay in power. Not only would ending 
affirmative action do nothing for the majority 
of gay white males, but it would hurt us. 
Reducing the number of other disadvantaged 
groups in the work place simply adds to the 
power of the strongest group, which is not a 
group that welcomes gay men. 

Wilson, Dole, and the others who talk 
about ending affirmative action are doing what 
they do best - buying the votes of people who 
feel left out of the system, with no real inten¬ 
tion to bring them back in. Clearly, affirmative 
action has its problems, but addressing those 
problems requires careful thought, not simply 
ending the programs. More than that, address¬ 
ing the problems of affirmative action requires 
an economy that generates meaningful work, 
at reasonable wages, for all - something these 
same politicians are not willing to address. In 
a world of ever-decreasing quality jobs, end¬ 
ing affirmative action helps those who fit the 
mold best. Gays, bisexuals, and transgenders, 
of any color or sex, do not fit that mold. ▼

Since moving to SF in 1984 at the begin¬ 
ning of the epidemic, I have always tried to do my 
share. In 1990, I began producing benefits and 
have held several community positions since then. 
I have always thrived on the positive energy and 
love our community generates with much compas¬ 
sion. 

On March 5th I held a benefit at the 1015 
Folsom Club which included an auction of celebri¬ 
ty items I collected for two years. The evening cer¬ 
tainly had the potential to raise some serious 
money for the three charities (Project Open Hand, 
Visiting Nurses and Kairos House). For some rea¬ 
son the turnout was dismal - yet it managed to 
gross over $1,000 (thanks largely to the space 
being graciously donated). 

As of yet, I am ashamed to say that the bene¬ 
factors have not received any money due to an out¬ 
standing debt owed by one of our community (Bart 
Bartholomew). Who signed an IOU for $285.00 
with a promise of payment that following Monday. 
For three weeks my phone calls went un-retumed 
and not a word spoken. Cornered at an event, I 
received some lame excuse and another promise. 
Two weeks went by and zilch. Cornered at yet 
another event, he was given the ultimatum to pay 
up, return the merchandise or risk this public letter. 

If anyone sees this ‘person’ or his lover (Ron 
Drumm of the Men’s Room) perhaps sharing your 
disappointment will snap him into shape. As I told 
him. he isn’t cheating me but the people who need 
it most - AIDS patients. Take note Bart, I am clos¬ 
ing the books and will soon get the money (less 
$285) where it is so desperately needed. I no 
longer want your check as it probably would 
bounce anyway. Make arrangements to get the 
merchandise to me by Monday, May 8th or I will 
see you in small claims court. The items will be 
re-auctioned off at a further date and raise the 
amount of money they were intended to. 

I will leave Bart with this: If you are so tight 
with money now, how can you afford to get into all 
these events and drink all night? You had no busi¬ 
ness bidding in the first place. Not only have you 
lost my respect but my friendship as well. 

This whole experience made me re-evaluate if I 
wanted to continue to volunteer. I thank God/ess 
that I came to my senses and another project I 
worked hard on (Diamond Spring Follies II) was a 
big success. I am renewed.

Scouts: be prepared 

Keith Richardson’s attempt to force the Boy 
Scouts of America to change its anti-gay member¬ 
ship and hiring policy through the questionable use 
of Chicago’s Human Rights Ordinance could be 
enormously counterproductive if we are not pre¬ 
pared to expose the Scouts as an outfit packed full 
of “immoral and indecent” adolescent youths and 
men who are not nearly as “morally straight” as the 
Scouts promotes itself ( B.A.R. , April 20). 

I realize that scouting’s promotion of its adoles¬ 
cent youths as goody-good sexless choir boys 
combined with its ongoing enormous problem of 
dealing with closeted pederast scoutmasters and 
officials makes it an especially tempting target. 

The scouts are supposed to be a non-profit pri¬ 
vate organization. Therefore, they should have the 
right to discriminate in their membership and hir¬ 
ing practices. And who are we to complain? Many 
gay private social clubs are every bit as prejudiced 
and bigoted against older, physically unattractive, 
handicapped, or minority gay men as the Scouts 
are against homosexuals and atheists. We should 
clean our own house before we go after private 
non-gay organizations. 

However, the scouts have increasingly drifted 
from the private to the public sphere through ques¬ 
tionable use of public buildings, land, and funds to 
the point where they have become vulnerable to 
charges that they are a government-sponsored 
organization masquerading as a private religious 
outfit for the purpose of discriminating. 

The scouts’ recent police cadet program for 
older youths marks a departure from scouting’s 
original direction. The police cadets seem suspi¬ 
ciously paramilitary and may be attracting youths 
with unhealthy authoritarian tendencies. 
Homosexuals, atheists, and others discriminated 
against by the Scouts pay taxes and otherwise sup¬ 
port the police, and it appears that the Scouts have 
become so entangled with government agencies 
that they cannot discriminate or claim religious 
exemption without severing all ties with govern¬ 
ment sponsorship. 

As long as the Boy Scouts of America remains 
a nonprofit private organization we have no right to 
challenge its discrimination policy, but when they 
entangle themselves with government agencies 
and funds we should make them spell out exactly 
what they mean by “immoral and indecent con¬ 
duct” and the oath which requires scouts to be 
“morally straight.”

Thalidomide treatment 

A number of articles about the drug thalidomide 
have appeared recently in the gay press and in the 
AIDS press. These articles (and the scientific and 
clinical reports on which they were based) make it 
clear that this drug is useful in treating several 
HIV-related conditions, including wasting and 
oral ulcers. Thalidomide seems also to be a useful 
antiviral in its own right. The fact that the drug 
causes birth defects when used during pregnancy is 
completely irrelevant as far as HIV-positive men 
are concerned. 

What puzzles me is why HIV journalists have 
made no mention of the fact that thalidomide has 
been available for many months from an organiza¬ 
tion called Life-Link. For example, in AIDS 
Treatment News #221, Denny Smith discusses 
access to thalidomide through clinical trials and 
future access through buyers’ clubs (the latter have 
spent months talking about it but have yet to make 
it available), but he says nothing about Life-Link.

Just the facts on SPV-30? 

W. Fred Shaw’s opinion of SPV-30 as a sham, 
potentially immunosuppressive, treatment for HIV 
[Letters, April 20] should be addressed with a few 
facts. First, SPV-30 is currently in a Phase II/III 
double-blind, placebo controlled clinical trial in 
France, with Dr. Luc Montagnier serving as both 
scientific advisor and chief virologist. The French 
Ministry of Health (similar to the U.S. FDA) 
approved the SPV-30 study and has listed it as an 
antiretroviral study in the French Clinical Trials 
Directory, ARC AT, 1995, 3rd edition. Enrollment 
of 180 individuals began in France in January, 
1995 and final analysis is expected in October, 
1996. 

Second, Arkopharma is making no claims 
regarding SPV-30. Arkopharma agreed to make 
SPV-30 available free of charge for 500 individu¬ 
als in the U.S. for at least six months only after 
persistent requests from those of us wanting to try 
it in this country. After reviewing Arkopharma’s 
Phase I findings, which indicated no toxicity and 
increased CD4s, along with recent long term safe¬ 
ty data, we asked Arkopharma to let us try the 
product in the U.S. while the formal trials are 
underway in France. The possibility of finding a 
non-toxic, over the counter, herbal supplement 
with potential antiretroviral properties was appeal¬ 
ing to a number of us in the HIV-positive commu¬ 
nity tired of the side effects of existing antiretrovi¬ 
rals. We are monitoring the blood tests of those 
receiving free product in order to gather anecdotal 
data concerning the efficacy of SPV-30. 

Third, there is no evidence that SPV-30 is 
harmful to individuals at any T-cell level. To date, 
250 individuals have enrolled in the study. More 
than 1/4 of those enrolled had fewer than 75 CD4s 
when they began the study. We have seen no 
increase in viral activity and no evidence of harm¬ 
ful immunosuppression among these individuals. 

Only time and further study will tell if SPV-30 
actually slows progression, but preliminary results 
indicate decreasing viral loads and increasing 
T-cells among most study participants, with no 
toxicity or other side effects. SPV-30 is not 
expected to be a cure, but it may turn out to be 
another weapon in the arsenal to slow the progres¬ 
sion of HIV disease. 

W. Fred Shaw, licensed Acupuncturist, 
Herbalist, and non-HIV infected health practition¬ 
er, has joined a growing list of health professionals 
who have become guardians for HIV-positive 
individuals by determining the efficacy of treat¬ 
ments for HIV based solely on limited knowledge, 
their “opinions,” and their personal agendas. Mr. 
Shaw has the luxury of time to wait for the French 
study results two years from now, but many of us 
do not. The opportunity to try a safe, non-toxic 
herbal alternative now far outweighs the limited 
risks, particularly for those of us who cannot toler¬ 
ate traditional antiretroviral therapies. SPV-30 is 
hardly a sham treatment, and it is unfortunate that 
Mr. Shaw did not bother to learn the facts before 
making such an irresponsible statement. 

The Immune Enhancement Project agreed to 
provide SPV-30 information and enrollment 
forms to those interested in SPV-30 in the Bay 
Area. I.E.P. is not endorsing SPV-30, but is sup¬ 
plying information in its ongoing and much appre¬ 
ciated effort to keep the community abreast of the 
latest alternative treatment options. After review¬ 
ing the available information, individuals must 
decide for themselves which treatments to try. Our 
thanks go to I.E.P. for their dedication to the HIV 
community in the Bay Area.

And more on SPV... 

Thank you for publishing the article on the 
Immune Enhancement Project’s herbal study. I 


appreciate your covering this important topic in an 
informative way. I must, however, respond to the 
subsequent letter by Mr. Fred Shaw and his opin¬ 
ion that all Chinese herbal therapies have been 
shown to be immuno-suppressive to cell-mediated 
immunity. 

What Mr. Shaw does not say, using his standing 
as a licensed acupuncturist, is that he is part of a 
small splinter of ACT UP which has been pushing 
DNCB (dinitrochlorobenzene) as the only method 
to stimulate cell-mediated immunity - and attacks 
both herbal medicine and acupuncture, along with 
anything else that is not DNCB. At various times, 
he has been known to threaten to bring the FDA 
down on “quack medicines.” This seems very odd 
to me. 

In his letter, Shaw does not address specifically 
the herbs that are being tested at IEP, but only 
makes generalized and vague references to 
“Chinese herbs.” As an outside observer, it appears 
that he has not read the protocol or researched the 
formulas. 

There are thousands of herbs and only a hand¬ 
ful have been sufficiently tested. Even so, there is 
recent research to support the stimulation of 
cell-mediated immunity through herbal treatment. 
An article published March 1994 in the Chinese 
Journal of Plastic Surgery and Bums suggests that 
the administration of Astragalus polysaccharides 
stimulates cell-mediated immunity. Interestingly 
enough, Astragalus polysaccharides are the 
favorite whipping boy of the DNCB activists. It is 
interesting what can be done with skewing the 
facts - if you quote only those studies that support 
that humoral immunity is stimulated by polysac¬ 
charides and ignore those (more recent) that sup¬ 
port the improvements made in cellular immunity, 
one can make point, false that it may be. 

All of the attacks are based on the interesting, 
but unsubstantiated, theory that there is a T-l/T-2 
switch in HIV disease. There is other evidence that 
suggests that there is not necessarily a suppression 
of cellular immunity when humoral immunity is 
stimulated and vice versa. The immune system has 
many complicated factors, and science is just 
beginning to understand them. 

Chinese herbal medicine is not based on the use 
of one or two herbs alone. This would be a faulty 
use of Chinese herbal medicine. Formulas are 
based on strict rules, using several or many herbs 
to treat the underlying syndromes and patterns that 
are present. This has been true for the herbal for¬ 
mulas (Enhance™ and Composition A™) he has 
specifically named which use the traditional 
Chinese methods of balance within their struc¬ 
tures. 

Finally, the basis upon which he has previously 
attacked herbal medicine and acupuncture has 
been faulty in several respects. In this particular 
instance, he refers to “studies” that show 
Composition A and Enhance to be harmful. First 
place, the only studies on Composition A have 
been observational herbal programs, started here at 
Quan Yin in 1988 and continuing at IEP currently, 
(albeit with no control groups) which only show 
positive results in terms of symptomatic improve¬ 
ments. The Enhance and Clear Heat™ 
placebo-controlled study completed at SFGH in 
1993 suggested improvements in quality of life, 
and three symptomatic measures - decreased 
digestive problems, decreased fatigue, and 
improvement in neurological symptoms. Nowhere 
is there any suggestion of decreases in cellular 
immunity. 

Mr. Shaw consistently writes biased and 
inflammatory articles and letters criticizing many 
of the pearls of Chinese medicine in the treatment 
of HIV. In my view, attacking other Chinese med¬ 
icine practitioners and the fruits of their research, 
including new herbal formulas developed specifi¬ 
cally for HIV and AIDS treatment, serves no pur¬ 
pose. We are just at the very beginning of the 
process in testing Chinese herbs using the strict 
criteria developed by Western science. It is a move 
in the right direction that the NIH and other orga¬ 
nizations have begun to fund studies on Chinese 
medicine.

Wilson Wobbles 


hen Governor Pete 
Wilson found him¬ 
self trailing 

Democrat Kathleen 
Brown by nearly 20 percentage 
points early in last year’s guber¬ 
natorial campaign, he knew he 
needed to find a hot political 
issue and find it fast. Enter 
Proposition 187, the controver¬ 


sial ballot measure that proposed 
to end health and education ben¬ 
efits for illegal immigrants.

True, Wilson did have a cou¬ 
ple of other issues during his 
campaign (mostly anti-crime 
related ones), but when 
Proposition 187 played well 
with potential voters, the gover¬ 
nor quickly claimed the issue as 
his own and made it the corner¬ 
stone of his re-election effort. 
And it worked. Wilson ended up 
easily defeating Brown (due in 
no small part to her unfocused 
campaign). 

Now, however, Pete Wilson 
knows there is some truth to the 
hoary cliche that “if you live by 
the sword, you die by the 
sword.” Last week, it was 
revealed that Wilson, when 
mayor of San Diego, had 
employed an illegal immigrant 
as a housekeeper. Following the 
lead of others (poor sport 
Michael Huffington comes to 
mind), he lost no time in blam¬ 
ing his ex-wife for the mix-up 
and quickly offered to pay back 
Social Security deductions for 
the woman, reportedly in the 
$3,000 range. 

This latest disclosure further 
muddies the waters as regards 
Wilson’s presidential bid. 
During his last campaign he 
promised to serve out his term if 
re-elected. Of course, he 
changed his mind within a cou¬ 
ple of months, and then 
announced he would seek the 
GOP nomination next year. 

Also, Wilson is still trying to 
explain away his helping to push 
through a huge tax increase dur¬ 
ing his first term, after explicitly 
promising no new taxes. The tax 
issue will probably hurt him 
more during this campaign than 
the fact that he railed against 
illegal immigrants while once 
having employed one himself. 

The Republican Party, you 
see, looks quite unfavorably 
upon any candidate raising 
taxes. Indeed, the GOP regards 
cutting taxes as close to a reli¬ 
gious sacrament and considers 
raising them a mortal sin. 

With the tax hike and reneg¬ 
ing on his promise to serve four 
more years as governor already 
dogging him, the last thing Pete 
Wilson needed was to fall victim 
to the “Zoe Baird Syndrome.” 
As he continued to work to put 
together a national campaign 
organization and raise the mil¬ 
lions necessary to make him a 
serious candidate, other GOP 
presidential hopefuls or party 
powerhouses immediately 
jumped on Wilson’s political 
faux pas. 

One GOP leader, while saying 
the new immigration issue in the 
Wilson campaign “isn’t neces¬ 
sarily fatal,” observed that “even 
having to deal with it will likely 
take Pete Wilson’s planned cam¬ 
paign issue - the growing immi¬ 
gration problem - away from 
him.” Well-known GOP conserv¬ 
ative William Bennett, once 
considered a candidate himself. 


commented that “he [Wilson] 
changes his mind on taxes; he 
blames an ex-wife for the house¬ 
keeper caper - I don’t think this 
is an impressive debut for a pres¬ 
idential candidate.” 

Aides to the two Wilson 
rivals with the most to lose from 
his candidacy, former 
Tennessee Governor Lamar 
Alexander and Pennsylvania 
Senator Arlen Specter, lost no 
time in “piling on Pete.” 

“I think it’s a huge problem 
for Wilson,” commented Mike 
Murphy, chief strategist for 
Alexander. “He made a career 
last year out of becoming the 
protector of America from ille¬ 
gal immigrants; now we find out 
that he wasn’t particularly dili¬ 
gent about the immigration sta¬ 
tus of people he hired to work 
for him.” Specter spokesman

Roger Stone took a shot at the 
California governor by suggest¬ 
ing that Wilson’s political trou¬ 
bles - his first-term huge tax 
increase, his onetime opposition 
to the tax-cutting Proposition 13 
and now the immigration issue - 
could easily be lumped into one 
TV spot with a tag line like this: 
“When it comes to taxes, Pete 
Wilson doesn’t even like to pay 
his own.” 

Meanwhile, the governor him¬ 
self was keeping a stiff upper lip 
and striving to minimize the dam¬ 
age to his presidential aspirations. 
He stated, “I have no qualms 
whatever about continuing to 
demand reform of illegal immi¬ 
gration,” adding that “if those 
who are skulking in the shadows 
feeding this information think 
that this will in some way silence 
the debate on illegal immigration, 
they are woefully mistaken.” 

One longtime GOP activist 
and loyal Wilson supporter said 
to me this week that, no doubt 
about it, “Pete has a real prob¬ 
lem. He exploited the growing 
resentment against illegal immi¬ 
gration by making Proposition 
187 the key plank in his re-elec¬ 
tion campaign last year, and 
immediately after winning last 
November, he vowed to lobby 
for a national version of the 
measure that passed so easily in 
California.”

Domestic Bliss

jji| §§ ot too long ago, a high 
II11 vg school athlete I coach 
asked me if I consid- 
m * ered myself married. 
This was no flip question, but a 
genuine respectful inquiry from 
a young woman who has known 
my girlfriend and me for four 
years. I was touched because, as 
an out lesbian teacher and 
coach, I recognized this as a 


moment in which my student 
was trying to see the world from 
my perspective. 

After my lengthy explanation 
of the ways in which marriage 
has, historically, served the 
patriarchal order in society, fol¬ 
lowed by a brief description of 
some of the legal and political 
obstacles to gay marriage in this 
country, buffered with my per¬ 
sonal concern that the legaliza¬ 
tion of gay marriage may serve 
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to bury some of the important 
questions about love, sex and 
relationships that the gay com¬ 
munity has helped to unearth, I 
finally acknowledged that my 
girlfriend and I had, in May 
1991, registered as domestic 
partners at City Hall. 

Before she had the chance to 
push it (and I deserved to be 
pushed after such an intellectual 
response, but she was too polite 
to insist as some might: “Yeah, 
but do you consider yourself 
married?”), I did the teacherly 
thing and turned the question 
back on her. 

“Well, do you consider me 
married?” I asked her. 

It turned out that she had 
asked because a player on an 
opposing team had asked her if I 
were married. (Though I don’t 
think it happened quite this way, 
I have fun imagining the 
exchange: “Hey, Number 11, is 
your coach married?”) 

So, I continued in my profes¬ 
sorial fashion, “Well, how did 
you answer it when she asked 
you?” trying to be nonchalant 
but very curious indeed. 

“I said something kind of 
like what you said.” 

“Huh?” I questioned. 

“Well, I said ‘yes,’ sort of, 
and then, like, I explained, you 
know.” 

Truth be told, I didn’t know. I 
took it to mean that she came 
out in my behalf and expressed 
respect for my relationship. I 
chalk it up to good coaching. 
Her struggle to understand the 
issues connected to this question 
of marriage is the most that a 
teacher can ask. I can help frame 
questions, perhaps offer an 
alternative point of view or two, 
but ultimately the students I 
encounter have to find their own 
answers. 

Of course, the question does 
remain for me to answer. After 
nearly seven years with my girl¬ 
friend, five in San Francisco, 
four as registered domestic part¬ 
ners, I still don’t know if I con¬ 
sider myself married. 

I consider myself lucky. I 
consider myself in love. I even 
consider myself lucky in love, 
but I’m not sure I know any 
more about being married than I 
do about being an adult. 

If birthdays are any indica¬ 
tion, I’m not convinced that 


married people always feel mar¬ 
ried once the ceremony is over. I 
never really feel measurably 
older right after my birthday, but 
that doesn’t mean I’m not grow¬ 
ing older. I’ve been to gay and 
straight union ceremonies of all 
sorts and have been moved by a 
number of them, but, by com¬ 
parison, all I feel is one party 
behind those couples. I don’t 
know that a ceremony, or mar¬ 
riage, would make me feel any 
different than I do now. 

Use protection 

In practical terms our domes¬ 
tic partners registration has 
meant very little, and maybe 
that’s good - no palimony suits, 
no custody battles, no wills con¬ 
tested, no medical emergencies

or decisions. It seems that such 
registration is, in part, protection 
against homophobic laws and 
policies that could work against 
our relationship in the worst of 
times. Let’s hope neither one of 
us ever needs to prove the wor¬ 
thiness of our relationship. 

A week before we registered, 
I wrote my first commentary for 
this newspaper. It was called 
‘TOO Years Before Prop. K,” and 
it argued for taking advantage of 
that year’s successful 
Proposition K, the city’s domes¬ 
tic partners legislation. 

Here’s part of what I wrote 
four years ago: In addition to 
registering for ourselves and 
each other, my partner and I 
want to register under the 
Domestic Partners Ordinance 
for all the gay men and lesbians 
living in comers of the globe 
that do not allow them space 
outside the closet. Registering is 
one way to remind the straight 
world that we are queer and 
we’re here to stay. By publicly 
acknowledging a committed sta¬ 
tus, we ask families and friends 
not only to support us as indi¬ 
viduals, but also to support our 
relationship. 

In fact, our families and 
friends have answered that 
request in an assortment of won¬ 
derful ways. Little things. The 
way my mom hyphenates our 
last names when she sends us 


newspaper clippings and care 
packages. My place at her fami¬ 
ly’s gatherings. The advice my 
dad gives her. The cards and 
cookies Gram addresses to both 
of us. And then, last week, a 
greeting card - a pair of goofy 
pink flamingos sporting tropical 
attire with their necks twisted 
around one another three times 
until meeting in a beak-to-beak 
kiss. The card reads “Two 
Hearts as One Forever - Happy 
Anniversary,” and penned inside 
is the reminder, “We’ll be think¬ 
ing of you.” 

I wish I had thought to send 
anniversary cards out to my 
friends and family - to mark the 
four-year anniversary of their 
recognition of, support for, and 
celebration of our public decla¬ 
ration, though many of them 
offered their support long before 
a piece of paper made us part of 
any official record. 

Four years later, I’m still glad 
we took the time to declare ours 
a shared life. Although the city 
only registers our “partnership,” 
we register our feelings for one 
another in how we spend our 
time together and how we treat 
each other. I’m still not sure if I 
consider myself married, but 
I’m pretty convinced that has 
more to do with language than 
commitment. 

Four years of domestic part¬ 
ner bliss and it still feels like a 
starting point. It smacks of 
freshness and smells of spon¬ 
taneity. In contrast, my relation¬ 
ship to my writing feels stale 
and recycled. I need to step 
away from this column for a 
while. I am grateful for the 
many opportunities I’ve had to 
rant, rave, and ramble in the four 
years since my first commentary 
on Prop. K. I feel I have had at 
least my two cents worth here in 
Dykeotomy. So I want to pub¬ 
licly thank the B.A.R. editors 
and staff members who have 
supported my writing habit, 
especially Bob, Danny, Jeff, 
Patrick, Dennis, Marcus, Chris 
and all three Mikes. I also want 
to thank you readers, who are 
too many to name (I hope), par¬ 
ticularly those of you who took 
the time to write back. 

And I want to thank my 
favorite proofreader - Two 
Hearts as One Forever - Happy 
Anniversary, honey. T

FDA reforms. 

Conspicuously absent from Kessler’s 
presentation were any new efforts to 
speed approval of drugs for AIDS - an 
astounding omission, since the drive for 
faster drug approval was spearheaded by 
AIDS activists. 

A clue to Kessler’s snub of AIDS 
drugs can be found in his article for the 
March 1995 Scientific American, in 
which he claimed ACT UP members have 
undergone a change of heart and now pre¬ 
fer the slow progression of drugs through 
the FDA to accelerated approval. 

One lobbyist for a pharmaceutical 
company, who asked to remain anony¬ 
mous, claims that it isn’t only the FDA 
director, but “Kessler’s people, [who] 
are all over Washington telling everyone 
that AIDS activists want FDA to slow 
down.” 

Kessler failed to mention in his arti¬ 
cle that the activists to whom he 
referred were not really ACT UP mem¬ 
bers: they were TAG, a group that broke 
away from ACT UP, primarily because 
of disagreement over the pace of drug 
approval. Kessler also failed to mention 
the firestorm of opposition in both ACT 
UP and the national AIDS patient com¬ 
munity sparked by TAG’S asking him to 
slow down. Over 100 AIDS organiza¬ 
tions, including ACT UP, signed a con¬ 
sensus letter supporting faster drug 


approval. 

(To calm the community, Kessler had 
called an unusual open meeting in 
September 1994. For two days he listened 
to scores of angry patients from across 
the country demanding that he approve 
AIDS drugs faster, not slower.) 

Eventually TAG itself joined the 
majority and endorsed accelerated 
approval. TAG members made it clear at 
the February 1995 National AIDS Task 
Force Meeting that they now favor accel¬ 
erated approval for AIDS drugs. TAG 
leader David Barr said, “I favor accelerat¬ 
ed approval. For those of you who may 
not have heard me the first time, let me 
say it again, / favor accelerated 
approval .” 

Kessler was at that meeting, listening 
to Barr, yet reiterated at a March 28 
Congressional hearing, “I was at a fasci¬ 
nating meeting, and it was a real eye- 
opener. ... It was with AIDS activists ... 
the same activists who were scaling the 
walls of Parklawn a number of years ago, 
saying ‘FDA speed up the drug approval 
process.’ They came in and said to me, 
‘Commissioner, you are approving drugs 
too quickly. We don’t know how to take 
them, when to take them, in what dose to 
take them. We need to know whether 
these drugs work.’” 

“Kessler’s cynical and dishonest 
manipulation of TAG’S position shows a 
real contempt for people with AIDS,” 
said ACT UP’s Michael Onstott, “and it 
shows Kessler lacks integrity. Bill 
Clinton should get serious about FDA 


reform and get himself a new FDA 
Commissioner.” 

Hie pipeline is empty 1 

The drug company lobbyist, who fears 
he would lose his job if he broke step 
with the FDA too publicly, said the new 
perception - that “AIDS activists no 
longer want FDA to approve AIDS drugs 
faster” - will “hurt badly.” 

He predicted that “Companies will 
stop investing in AIDS if they think FDA 
will slow down on approving new AIDS 
drugs, and Congress may write an FDA 
reform bill that speeds everything except 
AIDS drugs.” 

It is a reasonable fear. The reformation 
of the FDA is already the subject of a bill 
that Democrat Ron Wyden of Oregon has 
promised to introduce before Memorial 
Day. The Republicans are expected to fol¬ 
low suit within a few days with their own 
proposal, hammered out at last weekend’s 
retreat. Both bills are expected to deregu¬ 
late Phase I clinical trials, but the 
Democratic version will almost certainly 
not codify accelerated approval. 

“You’re going to wake up and find 
your AIDS drug pipeline is empty,” the 
lobbyist predicted. 

“Die argument that there are medi¬ 
cines being withheld from patients who 
need them, [which] are in the experimen¬ 
tal stage is just a false argument,” Kessler 
told the committee in March, “because 
we have established procedures, treat¬ 
ment INDs, parallel track, accelerated 
approval - to the point where AIDS 


activists said ... ‘you’re moving too fast.’” 

In fact, some of the more promising 
AIDS treatments - growth hormone and 
protease inhibitors, for instance - are 
moving so slowly that optimistic projec¬ 
tions predict waits of a year or more, for 
those who can wait that long. 

The majority of AIDS leaders have 
shied away from offending Kessler by 
confronting him about his factual misrep¬ 
resentations: leaders from TAG and other 
groups have sent him private letters ques¬ 
tioning his tactics, but none have called 
him to task publicly. “Some professional 
AIDS activists seem to value their rela¬ 
tionships with Kessler and government 
agencies above the lives of people with 
AIDS,” complained ACT UP’s Michael 
Onstott. “Being on the inside is valuable 
but seductive, and it can exact too high a 
price.” 

The failure to publicly challenge 
Kessler’s lie may already have done 
irreparable harm. In their FDA reform 
efforts, both Democrats and Republicans 
are putting the gripes of the biotech and 
medical devices industries above the 
plight of PWAs. When it comes to 
patients, the talk now is of cancer 
patients’ reimbursement problems 
because of strict FDA policies on off- 
label drug usage. 

When it comes to drug research and 
investment, the promising new field is no 
longer AIDS; it’s now diseases of aging. 
In the absence of a challenge to Kessler’s 
lie from the AIDS community, AIDS is 
likely to get stuck on the back burner. ▼

explicitly sexual images, as well 
as guidelines involving viatical 
insurance and liquor companies, 
Martin said. 

“I think that what we are try¬ 
ing to do in our ads is reach out 
to the broadest number of peo¬ 
ple that we can,” Martin said. 

“I support Frameline’s 
attempt to expand ad support 
through a broad spectrum of 
advertisers. However, if this ad 
had been submitted by Joe 
Boxer or Absolut Vodka, would 
the same methods have been 
employed? I think not,” Bense 
wrote in a letter to Martin. 

Ironically, two years ago the 
festival was forced to find a new 
printer after a Fresno, California 
printing subcontractor refused 
to print the festival’s 92-page 
1993 catalogue because of its 
cover photograph. 


Printer workers found the 
photograph of a Stop AIDS 
Project poster of two men kiss¬ 
ing objectionable, recalled Stop 
AIDS spokesman Dan 
Wohlfieler. 

“For the lesbian and gay 
community of San Francisco, 
this is a sobering reminder of 
the sea of hate that always laps 
around us,” said the late Mark 
Finch at the time of the 1993 
incident. “It’s the kind of 
wretched and outrageous hostil¬ 
ity that lesbian and gay people 
face every day.” 

Rather than pull the contro¬ 
versial cover and replace it with 
a toned-down image, the festival 
found another printer. 

The Eros flap is not the only 
advertising incident raising con¬ 
cern about Frameline ad poli¬ 
cies. 

San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation spokesman Joe Fera 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the agency was told that its ad 



image depicting a sexual 
embrace between two men 
needed to be cropped. 

The image was on an ad tout¬ 
ing the Third Annual Gay Men’s 
Safe Sex Festival next 
September. The festival is a co¬ 
sponsor of the event. 

“We were solicited for the ad 


and then asked at the last minute 
to make changes. We did so very 
reluctantly,” Fera said. 

According to Fera, the 
agency cropped the ad - but also 
protested to the festival produc¬ 
ers that it felt “very uncomfort¬ 
able being censored.” 

“We still haven’t had a rea¬ 


sonable explanation why 
Frameline rejected the ad,” Fera 
said.

Hate revival

H omosexuality is not 
only contagious but 
inescapably brutal.” 
That, according to film 
historian Vito Russo, is the final 
message of Cruising. “But this 
is the truth,” responds William 
Friedkin, director of the film. 

Released in 1980,

Cruising' s hateful and horrif¬ 
ic portrayal of homosexuality 
was panned by both critics and 
activists alike. Film critic 
Stephen Farber predicted that 
the film would be remembered 
“not as a scandal or an outrage 
but as just another lousy movie.” 

In fact, Cruising should be 
remembered as all of these 
things. It is still an outrage, and 
a lousy movie. But what is most 
scandalous today is that 
Cruising is now being dubbed a 
“classic,” in a grotesque effort to 
re-market the film. 

“Shocking Gray,” a national 
catalog of consumer products 
for lesbians and gay men, offers 
videotape copies of Cruising for 
$19.95. The catalog description 
makes no meaningful reference 
to the film’s history or its homo- 
phobic message. Instead, it is 
(deceptively) described in this 
way: “Al Pacino plays a New 
York cop who infiltrates the 
male S&M subculture to trap a 
killer preying on gay men. A 
thrilling, very controversial 
murder mystery!” 

In San Francisco, the Roxie 
Cinema is showing a new 35mm 
print of Cruising, which the the¬ 
ater describes as a “powerful 
and graphic thriller” that is 
“ready for another look.” For the 
film’s (re)opening, the Roxie 
has even booked a personal 
appearance by William Friedkin 
himself - which he canceled. 

According to notes in the 
Roxie Cinema’s Spring sched¬ 
ule, Cruising was originally 
“debated in the press and 
protested by gay activist groups, 
and, as a result, ignored by the 
public ... it opened and closed 
quickly, hastily written off by its 
beleaguered producers and 
swept under the rug.” 
Significantly, these notes take 
no serious account of gays 
“beleaguered” by Hollywood 
homophobia and the hate vio¬ 
lence it inspires. Perhaps that 
explains why the Roxie put a 
homophobe (Friedkin), but not a 
homosexual, on the theater’s 
opening night ticket. 

Meanwhile, in this very 
paper, writers of the “Out 
There” column (who go by the 
clever pseudonyms Clark Kent 
and Connie Casserole) made a 
virtual pitch for the film. They, 
serious as ever, informed (and 


misinformed) readers: “We’ll be 
the first in line at the Roxie’s 
upcoming re-release of William 
Friedkin’s 1980 gay leather ser¬ 
ial killer psychodrama. 
Cruising."

A Rutland, Vermont woman 
has vowed to rid her local 
library of any children’s books 
that include fair and factual ref¬ 
erences to homosexuality.

The Phobic 

Broadcasting 

System? 

The Public Broadcasting 
System (PBS) seems to be 
cracking under the conservative 
pressure of the new Congress. 
The television service has been 
repeatedly targeted as a source 
of “homosexual propaganda” at 
the “tax-payers’ expense.” And 
while nothing could be further 
from fact, the threats to cut PBS 
funding - leveled by homopho¬ 
bic politicians - have taken their 
toll. 

Recently, PBS softened its 
support for Coming Out Under 
Fire, an award-winning docu¬ 
mentary about lesbians and gays 
in the military. Originally, the 
documentary was scheduled for 
a national broadcast. PBS recon¬ 
sidered, however, and is now 
offering Coming Out Under Fire 
as an optional program. 

As such, Coming Out Under 
Fire is likely to get picked up by 
PBS affiliates in San Francisco, 
New York, and other large (and 
more progressive) cities. 
However, many PBS affiliates 
may bury the documentary in a 
bad time slot, or simply ignore it 
altogether. The message sent by 
PBS executives on this issue will 
certainly not empower any coura¬ 
geous stations, but it will lend 
support to homophobic affiliates. 

The mission of PBS - as man¬ 
dated by Congress - is to “help 
us see America whole, in all its 
diversity” and to “provide a 
voice for groups in the commu¬ 
nity that may otherwise be 
unheard.” Once again, it’s time to 
remind PBS of that noble intent.

Witherspoon drafted the living trust and 
will for Phil Causey when Causey was seri¬ 
ously ill and in the end stages of AIDS. 
Causey died nine days after the trust was 
executed. 

Shortly after Causey died, Witherspoon 
began to represent his brother James. 

“This is a case about theft. The defen¬ 
dant’s brother was dying of AIDS. He wrote 
a living trust to benefit his surviving 
domestic partner, Mark Wilson,” Murphy 
and attorney Amanda Ebey said in a settle¬ 
ment conference statement to the Superior 
Court. 

The attorneys had charged that James 
Causey “had no intention of honoring his 
brother’s wishes or faithfully administering 
the trust,” and that when he received the 
funds of the $400,000 estate, he squeezed 
Wilson out of his benefits and liquidated all 
the trust assets in California. 

Causey, according to Murphy, liquidated 
the trust’s primary asset, an apartment build¬ 
ing where Wilson was living, forced him to 
move - despite the trust’s requirement that 
he receive rent-free housing for the rest of 
his life. 

Ebey and Murphy also say that Causey 
invested trusts proceeds in the stock market 
for only a two percent rate of return, and 
refused for 13 months to pay a cash gift to 
Wilson of $25,000 given to him by his late

lover. 

According to the attorney’s statement, 
James Causey also invested assets of the 
estate in a mutual fund he sold for his life 
insurance employer in order to obtain a per¬ 
sonal profit in the form of commissions. 

Causey also wrongfully and arbitrarily set 
up a monthly stipend for Wilson that totaled 
only 57 percent of Wilson’s replacement 


housing costs, according to Ebey. 

A damning letter 

One of Causey’s defenses for his actions, 
according to the original suit, was that he 
didn’t realize that Wilson was ill - despite a 
December 1992 letter from Witherspoon that 
frankly discussed legal strategies to limit 
Wilson’s monthly rent subsidy. 

The Witherspoon letter was one of sever¬ 
al which surfaced shortly before the trial was 
settled and was released only after an order 
of the Superior Court made his attorney turn 
it over to Wilson’s lawyers as evidence. 

“So far as the present cap on monthly rent 
subsidies goes, I’ve picked a number which 
I’m guessing Mark might be (unhappily) 
willing to live with, but which the Court 
might be prepared to support in the face of 
his challenge. 

“On the latter issue, it would complicate 
our case if he were forthcoming with the 
Court regarding his health status and proba¬ 
ble life expectancy,” Witherspoon advised 
Causey in December 1992. 

Witherspoon used an actuarial life 
expectancy table for a healthy 36-year-old 
male as the basis to reduce trust payments 
for Wilson’s housing, despite his imminent 
death, asserting that a reduction of benefits 
would extend the life of the payments to 
Wilson. 

“This was a case that cried out for justice. 
Our team of medical, real estate and 
accounting experts were very dedicated to 
Mark Wilson’s cause,” Ebey said. ▼

Kramer, Fauci Speak 
And Get Zapped at 
Project Inform Event 

Kramer: 'We Have Been 
Intentionally Poisoned'

Playwright/activist Larry 
Kramer came to San Francisco 
to unleash his characteristic 
sturm und drang at a dinner 
commemorating the tenth 
anniversary of Project Inform 
on Friday, May 5. Time has not 
withered, nor custom staled, his 
contempt for the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and the New 
York Times - he still dismisses 
them collectively and expan¬ 
sively as “idiots” - or his belief 
that AIDS is genocide and that 
AIDS drugs remain out of reach 
for too many patients. 

And, as the founder of ACT 
UP, he couldn’t help but 
empathize to some degree with 
a group of five or six protesters 
who had come through a side 
door of the Hyatt Regency ball¬ 
room earlier that evening, 
yelling and blowing whistles as 
they distributed a flyer calling 
the other guest that evening - 
Dr. Anthony Fauci of the 
National Institutes of Health - a 
murderer. The momentary inter¬ 
ruption began as a diversion - 
several audience members 
remarked they thought it was a 
planned segment of the 
evening’s entertainment at first 
- and then developed into a 
scuffle that resulted in a table 
full of food (and at least two 
people) being thrown to the 
ground. 

Hotel security guards 
removed protester Michael 
Bellafontaine from the room, 
and eventually released him 
without arrest. Bellafontaine is 
associated with the group ACT 
UP/San Francisco-DNCB 
Now! 

Kramer spoke sternly to 
Bellafontaine immediately after 
the scuffle - “I founded ACT 
UP and I am so ashamed of 
you ” - but by the time he spoke 
to the rest of the packed room 
he had obviously spent some 
time considering the situation. 

Although he still character¬ 
ized the protesters as “psy¬ 
chopaths,” he reminded the 
crowd of the years in which he, 
too, routinely called Fauci a 
murderer, and recalled a time 
when he called for riots at the 
San Francisco AIDS

Conference. “I’ve pulled many 
tablecloths in my time,” he said. 

He certainly pulled no 
punches: he told people who 
had paid $125 each to attend 
that he refused to congratulate 
them, and all but demanded that 
they stop feeling so smug. “We 
must not congratulate ourselves 
so much,” he said to an uncom¬ 
fortable silence. “Don’t believe 
that being welcomed inside the 
system is the end.” 

Kramer said he spoke from 
experience, and the reason he no 
longer considered his co-hon- 
oree a murderer was because of 
the way Fauci, as leader of the 
National Institute of Allergies 
and Infectious Diseases, opened 
the agency to input from people 
with AIDS. Even so, he said, so 
little has been done to effect a 
solution that activists are right 
to maintain their rage. “I identi¬ 
fy with their terror, which is 
why we huddle here together,” 
he told the crowd. 

“I hate my government. I 
hate my president. And hate is 
the accurate, precise word. 

“We have been intentionally 
poisoned by our government.” 

The hemophile 
connection 

That intentional poisoning 
theory, which Kramer said is 
largely based on work done by 
Newsday 's AIDS reporter 
Laurie Garrett, made up the 
majority of his talk. Garrett’s 
new book The Coming Plague 
describes what Kramer termed 
“explosions,” beginning with Idi 
Amin’s ethnic cleansing cam¬ 
paign during the 1970s in the 
country of Uganda. The savage 
policies of the dictator resulted 
in piles of rotting corpses and 
the wholesale rape of entire vil¬ 
lages, which in turn led to toxic 
and septic environments from 
which the virus may have been 
able to spread to a human host. 

What is more important, 
according to Kramer, is that when 
the virus did enter human blood¬ 
streams it was certain to spread 
throughout the world because of 
blood banks’ greed. Each hemo¬ 
philiac who receives routine 
injections of clotting factor to 
thicken their blood is exposed to 
the blood of more than one mil-

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lion donors from around the 
world every year. An average 
hemophiliac might easily be 
exposed to three million; a severe 
hemophiliac could be exposed to 
13 million donors’ blood. 

“And that is why every hemo¬ 
philiac in America has Hepatitis 
B,” he said. “Because although 
the blood banks have known 
since 1940 that heating blood 
would kill that virus, they chose 
not to.” If purifying blood had 
been standard in the 1970s, he 
said, the procedure also would 
have killed HIV and the virus 
would not have spread from the 
region already suffering an out¬ 
break. Policies that targeted “so- 
called ‘skid row donors’” and 
placed profits over protection 
were responsible for the intro¬ 
duction of the vims into America. 

Even later, when it was obvi¬ 
ous that HIV was a blood-borne 
disease, banks and services still 
refused to heat the product; the 
government, under the presiden¬ 
cy of Ronald Reagan, did noth¬ 
ing about it. 

And while right wing fac¬ 
tions remain devoted to scape¬ 
goating the sex lives of homo¬ 
sexual males, Kramer said the 
real story is the lack of protec¬ 
tion for hemophiliacs - whom 
he called “the invisible victims 
of this disease.” About 10,000 
of them were infected with HIV 
by the late 1970s; and among 
those first infected, he said, 
“There [were] gay hemophili¬ 
acs. There were IV drug users 
who had sex with gay hemo¬ 
philiacs.” 

The problem was not with 
the sexual or recreational drug 
practices of Americans, but that 
“The government knowingly 
allowed poisoned blood to be 
released into the land,” he 
charged. “Had our government 
demanded the heating of blood, 
AIDS in this country would not 
have erupted.” 

He was particularly critical 
of the decision by the Food and 
Drug Administration that 


allowed blood product compa¬ 
nies Baxter Travenal, Cutter, 
Miles Labs to destroy the 
records he said would provide 
proof of their complicity, with 
the knowledge of the American 
Red Cross and the American 
Association of Blood Banks. 

Kramer later told the B.A.R. 
that every case of AIDS con¬ 
tracted in Japan from 1980-85 
was directly traceable to unheat¬ 
ed blood products American 
companies “dumped” in that 
country when they could no 
longer be sold in the U.S. 

Gently but firmly 

Fauci’s speech had none of 
the jarring aspects of Kramer’s 
comments. He was introduced 
by Project Inform founder 
Martin Delaney as “the first 
government scientist to let us in. 

“Tony Fauci brought us into 
the process,” Delaney said, “and 
all the risks that came with 
that.” 

Fauci admitted to the audi¬ 
ence that only his friendship 
with then-president George 
Bush enabled him to create par¬ 
allel track clinical trials at the 
NIH. 

The turning point, explained 
Fauci, came during a 1989 visit 
to San Francisco arranged by 
Project Inform, in which he met 
with people with AIDS. “Martin 
Delaney gently but firmly stuck 
my face into their worlds,” he 
said, describing what it was like 
to listen to those PWAs who 
told him of the absurd choices 
with which they were faced - 
like whether to take one experi¬ 
mental AIDS medication to pre¬ 
vent blindness, or a different 
one that might prevent death 
itself. 

He shared the relief that 
those meetings had had such a 
positive effect, but he also 
agreed that simply gaining 
access to the process is not the 
end of the work. 

Delaney closed the evening 
by saying he hopes a cure will 
be found before Project Inform 
has to commemorate a second 
decade of service to the 
HIV/AIDS community. T

Bay Area Lesbian, Gay Deaf Community Awards Presented 

Keynoter Emphasizes Importance of Coming Out

The mood was festive with 
plenty of embracing and laugh¬ 
ing going on, but there was no 
music in the background, and a 
video on the screen had no 
sound. 

The occasion was the Second 
Annual Bay Area Deaf Lesbian 
and Gay Community Awards 
Night Saturday, May 6 at the 


Deaf Community Center in San 
Leandro. The event was spon¬ 
sored by San Francisco’s Deaf 
Gay and Lesbian Center, which 
makes its home in the 
Metropolitan Church in the 
Castro. DGLC is the first social 
service organization in the 
country focusing on the needs of 
the deaf and hard of hearing les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender communities. 


The antics and innuendoes of 
handsome emcees J.J. Chung 
and Eric Schier were translated 
from sign language into spoken 
English for the benefit of the 
non-signers in the audience, as 
were the American Sign 
Language remarks of Keynote 
Speaker Hank Stack of Portland, 
who spoke about rapidly chang¬ 
ing times for the deaf gay/les¬ 
bian culture - and the world in 
general - and some effective 
tools in the fight against oppres¬ 
sion. 

“Historically,” Stack 

observed, “deaf society was 
influenced by the schools where 
many of the administrators and 
teachers reflected the old reli¬ 
gious roots very strongly. 

“I do not speak against reli¬ 
gion, but against those fanatics 
on the far right who are very 
selective of Biblical teachings - 
and choose not to concentrate 
on Christian teachings of love 
and compassion. 

The deaf/gay parallel 

“As deaf people we under¬ 
stand about oppression and 
denial of basic human rights. 
Our deaf culture is based on that 
oppression, as well as our com¬ 
mon language, ASL. 

“Our gay culture is based on 
unity against oppression also. 
We see the parallel between deaf 
culture and gay culture. Deaf 
people are oppressed mostly 
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through ignorance of hearing 
people, while oppression of gay 
people is based primarily on 
religious reasons. But, the end 
result is the same for both class¬ 
es,” Stack told the audience of 
about 200 people in sign lan¬ 
guage. 

Stack stressed that even 
among the deaf, some kinds of 
silence equal death. “It’s very 
important to come out to family 
and friends as much as you can,” 
he said. “Let them see a human 
face on the issues so that when it 
comes time for them to vote or 
express their opinions on gay 
issues they will have your face 
in front of them. It worked for 
black people. It worked for deaf 
people at the Gallaudet uprising. 

“People were able to connect 
human beings to the issues and 
favorable changes resulted,” 
Stack told his predominantly 
young deaf lesbian and gay 
audience. 

Stack told the B.A.R. he was 
bom deaf to deaf parents and 
has four deaf brothers and sis¬ 
ters. Stack, a retired certified 
public accountant (CPA), is a 
part-time instructor in American 
Sign Language at Portland 
Community College and a daily 
signed news broadcaster for the 
Portland NBC affiliate, KGW- 
TV. He helped found the 
Northwest Theatre of the Deaf 
and has been active in the 
Cascade AIDS Project. 

He came out as a gay man at 
the age 65, after enjoying “a 
good marriage and raising three 
daughters.” He is now in the 
process of interviewing deaf gay 
men around the nation, collect¬ 
ing material for a book.

Miss Communication 1995 


A possible error in the translation 

As in translating any language, rapid translation of American Sign 
Language can be a somewhat tricky business, subject to quirks of fate 
and human error. 

Pat Kelly, who expertly translated sign language at the Second 
Annual Bay Area Deaf Lesbian and Gay Community Awards in San 
Leandro last Saturday, May 6, explained some of the international prob¬ 
lems he has encountered along the way. 

The symbol of a middle finger extended with index and ring finger 
withdrawn around it - the one we recognize as flipping 'the bird" in 
America - means "brother" in sign language in Japan, Kelly said. 

In America, making a circle of the index finger and the thumb means 
"A-OK," but in Greece it means "asshole." Kelly tells of the plight of a 
deaf American rescued at sea off the coast of Greece who gratefully 
gave what he thought was the "A-OK" signal to his rescuers - and was 
unceremoniously thrown back into the water. 

Other signers joining in the conversation said they had some prob¬ 
lems with the letter "T," in which the thumb is placed between the 
index and middle finger (and which can also mean either Tuesday or toi¬ 
let, depending on context here), sii ce it is frequently considered an 
obscene sign in Europe - and in China, as well. 

While learning sign language ta^es time, patience, and practice, 
some of the fundamentals are easy For example, pressing all finger tips 
inward to your lips and then extr .ding the hand outward as if blowing a 
kiss means "thank you." Another sign that gay people might find useful 
involves touching the index finger and middle finger to your chin in 
quick succession: that means "cute." 

Extending your thumb, index finger, and little finger, while holding 
your middle and ring fingers down, means 'I love you."

State Violates Its Own Rules 
On Prisoners with AIDS

The California Department of Corrections is 
currently violating its own regulations by continu¬ 
ing to house prisoners with full-blown AIDS in the 
security housing unit at California State Prison at 
Corcoran, instead of moving them to a medical 
facility, according to Judy Greenspan, project 
director of the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project of 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay. 

In a letter dated May 2, addressed to James 
Gomez, director of the California Department of 
Corrections, Greenspan wrote that she has recent¬ 
ly been contacted by several California state pris¬ 
oners who are housed in the Security Housing Unit 
at the State Prison at Corcoran. Saying that many 
of them are within months or weeks of death, 
Greenspan asked Gomez to have the prisoners 
evaluated medically and moved immediately to the 
hospice unit at California Medical Facility at 
Vacaville. 

The prison at Corcoran is a high security, “pun¬ 
ishment” facility, which has a prison hospital. 
However, unlike California Medical Facility at 
Vacaville, the state prison at Corcoran does not 
have an infectious disease specialist or medical 
staff familiar with AIDS. 

Greenspan continues to contend that the state of 
California is wasting millions of dollars of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money by refusing to grant some classifica¬ 
tions of terminally ill prisoners a compassionate 
release. “Until a better compassionate release law 
is in place,” she wrote Gomez, “common sense 
would dictate that prisoners dying of AIDS and 
other terminal illnesses - regardless of their secu¬ 
rity level - be moved to the hospice or adjoining 
units at California Medical Facility [at] Vacaville. 

“Dying prisoners, if they cannot be released to 


Compassionate release bill

Supporters of Assembly Bill 1408 are urging the 
public to get involved in the fight for its passage. 

Next Wednesday, May 17, the California Assembly 
Appropriations Committee will vote on AB 1408, the 
compassionate release bill for terminally ill and physi¬ 
cally disabled prisoners. 

AB 1408 was introduced February 24 by 
Democratic Assemblyman Antonio Villaraigosa of Los 
Angeles, to establish a procedure enabling prisoners 
with AIDS, cancer, and other terminal illnesses to 
spend their last days at home with family and friends. 

Medical care in prison costs nearly twice as much 
as outside care in public clinics and hospitals. The 
compassionate release bill, if passed, will save state 
taxpayers millions of dollars.

Mandatory HIV Name Reporting: 
The Right Wing’s Hidden Agenda

As sad and difficult as it is to 
believe, we are still engaged in a 
debate over one of the funda¬ 
mental elements of HIV/AIDS 
prevention and control: HIV 
case reporting. 

Since the very beginning of 
the AIDS epidemic, California 
has offered anonymous testing 
for HIV infection. Currently, 
anonymous testing sites provide 
HIV testing and counseling 
while collecting demographic 
risk factor data regarding sexual 
activity, sexual orientation, and 
drug use. This information is 
then reported anonymously to 
state and federal health agen¬ 
cies. 

Many states that once operat¬ 
ed anonymous testing and 
reporting programs have aban¬ 
doned them and have begun 
name reporting. In fact, 28 
states now ban or limit the avail¬ 
ability of anonymous HIV test¬ 
ing. These restrictions accompa¬ 
ny requirements that state health 
departments record the name 
and other risk factors of all indi¬ 
viduals testing HIV-positive. 
Further, many of these programs 
require persons testing HIV¬ 
positive to disclose names, 
addresses, and phone numbers 
of sex partners for “contact trac¬ 
ing.” 

Virtually all federal CDC- 
funded HIV testing sites offer 
contact tracing. In California 
and other states offering anony¬ 
mous testing, such programs are 
voluntary, allowing individuals 
the chance to notify sex partners 
on their own. 

A somewhat heated debate 
has sprung up between AIDS 
activists and right wingers. 
There is even some argument 
among opposing groups; the 
California Medical Association 
(CMA) and right wing radio 
types such as Dr. Stanley 
Monteith argue that many are 
HIV infected and do not know 
it. ACT UP/Golden Gate agrees. 
These folks also argue that if 
HIV-infected persons were 
alerted to their sero-status, they 
might be able to seek early med¬ 
ical care, thereby keeping them¬ 
selves healthy longer. ACT UP 
Golden Gate agrees. 

AIDS activists disagree with 
CMA and the right’s contention 


that anonymous testing and vol¬ 
unteer contact tracing is not 
working. Anonymous testing 
and reporting is offered in most 
heavily HIV impacted American 
cities. In such cities, anonymous 
testing - combined with out¬ 
reach, education, and 
HIV/AIDS awareness programs 
- have proven effective in low¬ 
ering sero-prevalence rates 
among HIV high risk groups, 
including gay men and IV drug 
users. 

The CMA, Monteith, and 
others argue that HIV infection 
name reporting and mandatory 
contact tracing will not discour¬ 
age persons from getting tested 
or reporting risk factors. AIDS 
organizations and others dis¬ 
agree with this assertion whole¬ 
heartedly. Activists recently 
took over CMA office in San 
Francisco, demanding that the 
CMA stop pushing for name 
reporting legislation. Recent 
polling at test sites in Los

Angeles and Alameda counties 
revealed that individuals at high 
risk for HIV infection said over¬ 
whelmingly that they would be 
much less likely to test if 
mandatory name reporting was 
the rule. Further, considering 
the illegal status of using IV 
drugs, and the stigmatization 
and persecution of queers in this 
country, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
finds it difficult to believe that 
people would be willing to dis¬ 
close risk factors along with 
their names to the government. 

Recent coverage of the 
CMA’s decision to endorse 
name reporting for HIV infec¬ 
tion and to pursue name report¬ 
ing legislation has included two 
false assertions: a) that the 
Centers for Disease Control 
endorses name reporting and, b) 
that name reporting has worked 
in controlling other sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

Dr. Rolland Lowe, chair of 
the CMA board, has distributed 
an article from a CDC publica¬ 
tion in which Dr. Patricia 
Fleming, CDC epidemiologist at 
that time, gave noncommittal, 
lukewarm, waffling responses to 
questions asked by a reporter 
about name reporting. The CDC 
has actually refused to take the 


lead in this emotional issue, 
making no policy or obligation to 
states receiving CDC funding for 
any type of HIV testing program 
- anonymous, numeric code sys¬ 
tems and name report systems 
alike. The CMA assertion that 
the CDC has called for mandato¬ 
ry name reporting is false. 

The second assertion used by 
the CMA, that name reporting 
has worked in controlling other 
sexually transmitted diseases, is 
utterly ridiculous and unproved. 
STDs have proliferated wildly 
since name reporting was intro¬ 
duced as a control measure. 

The CDC have begun to col¬ 
lect information and advice, 
which one can only hope will 
resolve this debate one day. Last 
year, a CDC advisory commit¬ 
tee on HIV prevention stated in 
a comprehensive review of CDC 
HIV prevention and surveil¬ 
lance programs that, 
“Community fears around the 
systematic collection of names 
of HIV-infected individuals are 
real and ... such concerns are 
therefore bound to interfere 
with surveillance efforts.” A 
second CPC announcement in 
1993 was that a study is under¬ 
way of a unique identifier sys¬ 
tem that can provide more accu¬ 
rate reporting than anonymous 
reporting systems. This new 
system may provide more accu¬ 
rate data than we now have, and 
at the same time will not com¬ 
promise an HIV-infected per¬ 
son’s confidentiality. 

Clearly then, while the jury 
is still out on name reporting 
systems due to a lack of CDC 
leadership, any decision to 
change reporting systems would 
be inappropriate. While the 
CMA and others pretend to 
advocate for better health poli¬ 
cies, let us not forget that they 
are the same people who have in 
the past called for hysterical 
HIV policies. The right wing 
wants the names and addresses 
of all those infected with HIV 
literally handed over to the 
police so that perhaps someday 
their ultimate wet dream could 
come true: quarantine and con¬ 
centration camps for their ene¬ 
mies. ▼

Evil Thoughts

The fact that the Oklahoma 
bombing was done by right 
wing nuts has gotten surprising¬ 
ly little press. You can be sure if 
some AIDS group or black orga¬ 
nization had taken credit for the 
attack, we’d see a backlash so 
strong it would take your breath 
away. But since it was apparent¬ 
ly done by Christian, white- 
supremacist gun nuts, there’s 
been amazingly little fallout. 

The gun nuts aren’t exactly 
giving out the most convincing 
denials, either. Heads of a cou¬ 
ple of state “militias” have 
issued statements denying 
involvement and blaming the 
federal government for doing 
the bombing itself! This is part 
of their wider fantasy, in which 
the Fed - backed by U.N. troops 
in mysterious black helicopters 
- is out to get the gun nuts. 

I only wish it were true. I 
can’t help feeling a certain lack 
of conviction in the actions of 
the government against these 
deadly militias. It’s as though 
being Christian and white miti¬ 
gates a lot of other phenomena, 
like being gun nuts, heavily 
armed, and bearing ill-con¬ 
ceived grudges against the fed¬ 
eral government. Even the 
debate on broadening police 
powers to infiltrate groups 
sounds to me like their plan of 
going after the lefties again, like 
they did throughout the ’60s and 
’70s. 

It just goes to show how tilt¬ 
ed the debate between right and 
left in this country has gotten. 
Things are so conservative that 
the right wing can almost bomb 
away with impudence, confident 
of getting off. Not surprisingly, 
more and more right wing cra¬ 
zies are trying “direct action” 
out and finding it profitable. 

This is why terrorism isn’t a 
viable choice for the left in 
America (assuming that it is 
anywhere, which is a separate 
debate). The backlash against 
any lefty violence would be so 
great as to undo any possible 
benefits, while right wingers can 
commit mass murder and large¬ 
ly get away with it. Not exactly 
a level playing field, so it’s one 
our side should avoid playing 
on, which it largely has so far. 

Still, I occasionally get evil 
thoughts as to the kinds of AIDS 
terrorism we could launch if we 


tried. Mind you, I’m fully con¬ 
vinced of the pointlessness of 
trying and offer the following 
examples purely as an exercise 
in dark logic. Don’t try these 
minor acts of terrorism at home 
... or anywhere else. 

Dead-meat specials 

Evil Fantasy Number One 
involves a bevy of highly pro¬ 
gressed HIVers committed to 
taking at least one bad guy with 
them. After all, think of how 
many bad guys there are out 
there, and how many near-ter¬ 
minal PWAs. If each dead-meat 
special HIVer wrapped himself 
with TNT and set himself off 
near some creepy senator, we’d 
be able to trim the ranks of the 
homophobes pretty significant¬ 
ly- 

This sounds good, at first, but 
problems immediately surface. 
For one thing, most HIVers still 
able to get around at all are pret¬ 
ty committed to staying alive as 
long as possible. By the time 
you’re so weak that you think of 
taking yourself (and someone 
else) out, you might not be able 
to manage walking around with 
all that TNT plastered to your 
body. It’s the old Catch-22 of 
suicide: if you’re capable of 
doing it, you don’t have to (yet), 
but by the time you are ready, 
you can’t do it anymore, without 
help. 

Still, supposing you have a 
couple of HIVers, strong enough 
to get around but despairing of 
their lives and ready to go to hell 
if they can take a right winger 
with them. Who do you hit? 

My gut instinct says Jesse 
Helms, but almost immediately 
problems emerge. He’s very old, 
so wasting him is really wasting 
a chance to get some more pro¬ 
ductive reactionary. What’s 
more, according to inside 
reports, Jesse is actively and 
aggressively senile and getting 
more so. Certainly it helps our 
cause when enemy leaders get 
too dotty to carry on, particular¬ 
ly when they themselves refuse 
to recognize it. Bumping off 
Helms would probably benefit 
the right more than the left, giv¬ 
ing them a martyr in place of an 
embarrassing legislator. 

Finally, there’s the possible 
backlash against HIVers. We 
already face harassment at air¬ 
ports and borders, even where 
our entry is technically permit¬

ted. One such “dead-meat spe¬ 
cial” attack, and we’ll get strip- 
searched for dynamite every 
time we try to go anywhere or 
do anything. Getting rid of 
Helms would be small recom- 
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pense for the hassle it would 
create for all PWAs. As usual, 
terrorism just doesn’t pay. 


HIVer moles 

I started having Evil Fantasy 
Number Two shortly after that 
nasty exchange between myself 
and a certain expert I accused of 
promoting “viral apartheid” - 
that’s my term - which he 
denied. 

EFN2 amounts to penetrating 
“HIV-negative”-only dating 
environments with a (possible) 
HIVer and (possibly) corrupting 
the pool of supposedly safe part¬ 
ners. My squeamish editor was 
horrified by the notion of any¬ 
one committing AIDS terrorism 
- as am I - and cut right to the 
end of the evil thought. 

And that was, if the fantasy 
has any future in reality at all, it 
would have to be as a fake per¬ 
petrated by sympathetic nega¬ 
tives. They would enter the 
group, have as much sex as they 
could, and then raise the issue of 
unsafe sex and partner selection. 
When they seem to have 
exhausted the possibilities in 
that particular group, they could 


pretend to “come out” as 
HIVers, then sit back and enjoy 
the panic that ensues, and the 
subsequent discussion. 

For a real PWA to do it would 
be AIDS terrorism, and since it 
involves knowingly spreading 
the virus, it is illegal as well as 
immoral. Nobody deserves this 
virus, however creepy they may 
be in their dating policies. 

Like most other dark 
thoughts that flit across the 
landscape of the AIDS-infected 
brain, these fantasies are not 
practical - nor are they meant to 


be. They only reinforce that the 
end does not justify the means, 
and how you get somewhere is 
as important as getting there in 
the first place. To cure AIDS, or 
even to cure AIDSphobia, will 
take a lot more than this or that 
individual action. It is the 
absence of positive approaches 
that leaves us so vulnerable to 
such evil fantasies in the first 
place. 

But occasionally, late at 
night, these thoughts creep in 
and are, briefly, entertained 
before being put to rest. ▼

T hat topnotch thinker with the 
lower-case pen name, bell hooks, 
has cancelled tonight’s sold-out 
City Arts and Lectures dialogue 
with Walter Mosley due to illness. In 
hopes of assuaging her Bay Area audi¬ 
ence’s disappointment, the following 
telephone conversation with New York 
offers a taste of what’s currently on the 
42-year-old City College professor’s 
mind. 

Missing from the following excerpts is 
the sense of how carefully hooks listens 
before she speaks and the uniquely tender 
tone of her voice, when she does speak. 
Contradicting the Paglia-inspired stereo¬ 
type of the intellectual-as-loudmouth. 


hooks is a model of the open mind that 
manages to communicate a sure sense of 
itself without alienating half the audi¬ 
ence. 

The blurb on the back of your recent 
collection of essays, Outlaw Culture, 
calls you “one of America’s leading 
black intellectuals.” How do you relate to 
those labels? 

If you ask me to describe myself, 
that’s not what I would say.

Add to that the fact that neo¬ 
conservatives have successfully 
hijacked the first amendment; 
using it as a club to silence pro¬ 
gressive voices by labeling them 
either “politically correct” 
killjoys or (when that won’t 
work) “thought police” compara¬ 
ble to (you guessed it) the Nazis. 
Protest Cruising? Hell, people 
lining up around the block to buy 
tickets is more likely. 

An entire era has passed 
since Cruising first appeared, 
and a new generation of gays 
and lesbians has come along. 
Many of them revel in turning 
up their noses at protests past. 
Growing up with AIDS as an 
everyday fact of life, they’ve 
also developed a queasily pruri¬ 
ent interest in the “before time” 

- associating it with unfettered 
personal freedom, and the 
alleged bliss of condom-free 
sex. Reviving Cruising for such 
readymade consumers is conse¬ 
quently one honey of a “niche” 
marketing ploy. The film’s new 
“target” audience is too young 
to remember activists of yore. 
And besides, all that marching 
and screaming is just so “five 
minutes ago,” isn’t it? But then 
it’s always easy to return to the 
scene of the crime once you 
know most of the witnesses are 
dead. 

“I thought it was so accu¬ 
rate,” gushes self-styled queer 
punk filmmaker Bruce La Bruce 
(Super 81/2) of Friedkin’s film 
in a recent issue of Planet Homo 

- striking the proper “badboy” 
pose. But as anyone who actual¬ 
ly hung out in the West Village 
in the allegedly freewheeling 
’70s knows. Cruising is about as 
“accurate” as Mondo Cane. 

Based on the 1970 novel by 
New York Times reporter Gerald 
Walker, the film’s plot is 
exceedingly slim. A straight cop 
(A1 Pacino) is assigned by his 
superior (Paul Sorvino) to go 
undercover and investigate a 
series of grisly unsolved mur¬ 
ders of gay men (the opening 
shot features a severed limb 
floating in New York harbor). 
Fairly early in the film a suspect 
(Richard Cox) emerges, com¬ 
plete with a motive - an over¬ 
bearing father who couldn’t face 
the truth about his son’s sexual¬ 
ity. But no sooner has this been 
established than things get 
murky. Hints are dropped that 
more than one killer may be 
involved. Cops initially intro¬ 
duced as straight start showing 


up in gay bars. And as the film 
lurches towards its finale, we’re 
given reason to believe that the 
hero - about whom we know no 
more than the fact that he has a 
girlfriend (Karen Allen) - may 
indeed be the killer. 

Preposterous premise 

For anyone familiar with the 
history of New York’s West 
Village, Cruising’s premise is 
simply preposterous. Thanks to 
a series of laws introduced in 
the post World War II period 
under Mayor Wagner’s adminis¬ 
tration, bars that catered to “sex¬ 
ual degenerates” were subject to 
fines and closure. As a result, 
the Mafia took them over. When 
the police threatened to close a 
bar, the mob paid them off. 
When payments weren’t forth¬ 
coming, bars were raided. On 
one such raid in June of 1969, 
the patrons revolted. And so the 
“Stonewall” rebellion, credited 
with giving birth to the modem 
gay/lesbian movement, was 
bom. For Cruising to assert that 
a West Village cop needed to go 
“undercover” to find out what 
was going on in West Village 
gay bars is ludicrous in the 
extreme. They knew perfectly 
well. They simply didn’t care. 
Serial murders of gay men in the 
West Village were ignored until 
the early ’70s, when gay 
activists began complaining to 
authorities. And even then the 
action was minimal. The murder 
sprees of the ’60s (which 
inspired the novel) and the ’70s 
(which inspired the film) remain 
unsolved to this day. 

But Friedkin’s film is no 
more interested in historical 
truth than it is in the whys and 
wherefores of murder mystery 
storytelling. You don’t have to 
get much past the first reel to 
see that Cruising is nothing 
more than an exercise in slum¬ 
ming designed for straights 
anxious to know what “they” do 
in “their” after-hours leather 
bars and sex clubs. While 
there’s no mistaking the fact 
that Friedkin’s army of extras 
didn’t need anyone to yell 
“action” to get the orgy scenes 
started, the wily auteur makes 
sure to keep explicit doings just 
out of camera range to get an R 
rating. Aping the quick-cut edit¬ 
ing style of Nicholas Roeg 
( Performance, Don’t Look 
Now), Friedkin serves up a 102- 
minute peep show filled with 
more leering facial close-ups 
and sinister shadows than 
Freaks, White Zombie and 
Island of Lost Souls put togeth¬ 
er. But those ’30s era horror

classics show infinitely more 
compassion towards their sub¬ 
jects than this quasi-”snuff’ 
extravaganza, where murder is 
seen as the truest expression of 
gay sex. Don’t expect a watch- 
cry of “Are we not men?” from 
Friedkin’s grunting, groping, 
faceless mob. This is a horror 
film. And we are the monster. 

On July 16, 1979, just before 
principal shooting began, 
columnist/activist Arthur Bell 
wrote in The Village Voice that 
Cruising “will negate years of 
positive movement work and 
may well send gays running 
back into the closets and precip¬ 
itate heavy violence ... I implore 
readers ... to give Friedkin and 
his production crew a terrible 
time if you spot them in your 
neighborhood.” 

He then went on to mention 
several Village locations 
Friedkin planned to use, with 
the clear suggestion that protests 
be staged there. To be sure. Bell 
wasn’t operating entirely out of 
a sense of civic duty. He was a 
columnist with a readership to 
please and an axe to grind - his 
book on the murder of a gay 
Boston upper cruster, Kings 
Don’t Mean a Thing, had been 
given a pass by Hollywood. But 
he was perfectly justified in 
questioning the wisdom of 
Friedkin’s plans for Cruising. 
Dan White was still fresh in 
people’s minds, and a new spate 
of serial killings was in progress 
in the West Village as produc¬ 
tion got under way. 

The situation wasn’t helped 
by the fact that while refusing to 
meet with the groups planning 
to protest, Friedkin found time 
for a tete-a-tete with Paul 


Bateson, an Exorcist bit player 
imprisoned for the murder of 
gay Variety film critic Addison 
Verrill. 

No such thing 
as bad publicity 

While The French 
Connection and The Exorcist 
had made him an A-list auteur 
in the early ’70s, as that decade 
drew to a close flops like 
Sorcerer and The Brinks Job had 
left Friedkin hankering for a hit. 
Cruising, considered a hot prop¬ 
erty in Hollywood for many 
years (Paul Morrissey had even 
thought of fashioning it as a 
vehicle for Joe Dallesandro), 
seemed the way to go. While 
Friedkin’s 1970 adaptation of 


The Boys in the Band had 
pleased few, some in the gay 
community were willing to give 
him the benefit of the doubt 
when he made a point of 
announcing that he would pen 
the script himself to create a 
film quite different from 
Walker’s novel - a homophobic 
hatchet job filled with self- 
loathing closet queens railing 
against the men that “turned” 
them into homosexuals. But as 
insiders quickly learned, 
Friedkin was planning some¬ 
thing not so different from 
Walker’s book after all. In fact, 
rumor had it, Friedkin was 
thinking of ending the film with 
a scene in which the hero mas-

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'Hello Dolly' 

Dolly Lives!

t’s surprising how many people are sniffing at the return 
of Hello, Dolly as if it were some retro baggage. I’m 
rejoicing. Here is Broadway’s all-time greatest musical 
comedy in a spiffy revival which even includes the 
show’s fabulous original star, Carol Channing. 

There are two reasons Dolly is the greatest musical 
comedy, and truthfully, neither one of them is Carol 
Channing. The show is an indestructible wonder, whether 
the Dolly triumphs, as in the earthy embrace of Pearl 
Bailey, or crashes, as did the much scorned Betty Grable, 
who belched Woody Woodpecker laughs and indulged in 
the most vulgar high kicks as she came down The 
Staircase, presumably to demonstrate her retention of 
glam legs at that late date in her career. Legs, yes; much 
talent of^aste, no. Carol embodies the role as none other, 
but I’ll get to that. The two reasons for Dolly’s greatness 
are director/choreographer Gower Champion, and origi¬ 
nal author Thornton Wilder, whose gay identity plays, I 
believe, a central role in the show’s loving warmth. 

Forget the movie of Dolly. Director Gene Kelly’s work 
would have been state of the art, if the movie had been 
made in 1947. But it gives no indication how Jerry 
Herman’s sunny score is matched by every element of the 
stage version. It was Gower who in 1964 brought then- 
current Broadway trends to such a brilliant peak in the 
stage version of Dolly that it is unsurpassed to this day as 
the epitome of the art of musical comedy: seamless, fluid, 
choreographic throughout. No blackouts, no scenes in 
one, and a perfect focus on the lead character. For 
instance, if “Dancing” is about the union of Cornelius and 
Irene, it is Dolly who begins and ends the number, retain-

ing her centrality to the plot. The delightfully inventive 
choreography is unified throughout the show by its com¬ 
mon language: it marches, skips, struts, kicks high and 
erupts into cakewalk. Walking has never been so glorified. 

And what a wonderful job adaptor Michael Stewart did in 
streamlining the numerous sub-plots of Thornton Wilder’s The 
Matchmaker, while retaining its wit and generous heart. Wilder 
was dowdy and prudish, yet spent most of his life convincing the 
rest of us that life should be an adventure. His compassionate and 
humane qualities had much to do with his homosexuality, which 


he expressed through his work, feeling too constrained to act 
upon in life (Sam Steward’s autobiography offers the T on 
Wilder’s sex life). Here’s a musical about the life force itself. 

The embodiment of that Wilderian life force is the charac¬ 
ter of Dolly Gallagher Levi, and its greatest exponent is Carol 
Channing. What a unique and wondrous creation she is. Age 
seems to have given her greater freedom, and she’s perform¬ 
ing the role with a relish uncommon for even herself - includ¬ 
ing some brand new bumps and grinds. But the quality that 
has made Carol inseparable from Dolly, where others, how¬ 
ever good, merely play Dolly, lies in her wide-eyed, slo-mo 
technique. Relishing each word, rejoicing in every second, 
Carol Channing is the embodiment of Wilder’s message of 
living in the moment. That is, after all, what Dolly is all about. 

The current revival (directed by Lee Roy Reams after 
Champion), celebrating the show’s 35th anniversary, is sched¬ 
uled for Broadway, Beijing, Australia, and Holland. Hopefully, 
it will then return here. I don’t want to live a year without Dolly. 
Oliver Smith’s sets (missing only the rolling street scrim that 
walks us around New York) and Freddy Wittop’s costumes are 
brilliantly recreated, and the cast is expert down the line. 

But there’s an upset to my usual Chorus Boy Patrol - 
the numerous handsome men of this company (I get 
Michael Quinn, who’s in maroon up on the sofa during 
“It Takes a Woman”), are all eclipsed by incredibly gor¬ 
geous chorus girl Sharon Moore, who sashays her hips in 
“Put on Your Sunday Clothes” and throws diva attitude 
all over Yonkers. Go, girl! 

And the rest of you, just go to Dolly. It’s the greatest. T

umble journalist 
though I be. I’ve 
never been fazed by 
meeting celebrities. 
They’re just people. But the 
big stars: how do you dare 
suppose you can meet them 
on common ground? 

So I’ll admit that I had a 
case of bad nerves before 
my first interview with 
Angela Lansbury, and was 
scared I didn’t know enough 
for Ian McKellan. But Carol 
Channing? Piece of cake - 
no, divinity. 

I’m sorry to be so 
starstruck. I wanted to be a 
good journalist, and ask 
provocative questions: Why 
does she put that red dot on 
her nose? And why, despite 
the fact that since Dolly 
Channing has commanded 
the power to do whatever 
she wants, is she known 
only for two roles? 

Well, I never got to the 
first question, but without 
my even asking it, Carol 
answered the second. 

“Oh, no,” Carol gasped. 
“John Gielgud said to me, 
‘You Americans forget your 
classic characters. I do 
Hamlet every 15 years.’ And 
Dolly is a classic, so I do it 
every 15 years.” 

And then she revealed 
knowledge of something 
with direct impact for gay 
men living in the era of the 
plague. “Thornton was so 
sweet,” she said. “And I 
realized he was telling 
Dolly, stop talking to your 
dead husband and rejoin the 
human race. It’s like the 
third act of Our Town, how 
the boy is told, ‘Don’t go to 
the grave with your wife, 
stay with the living.’ 

“So I realized that in 
Dolly Levi, Thornton 
Wilder recreated himself. 
One Wednesday matinee, I 
realized I am Thornton 
Wilder!” 


That was where I sur¬ 
prised Ms. Channing. There 
may be a lot of Wilder in 
Dolly, but he didn’t create 
her. She comes - not just the 
red hair, but some of the 
exact same jokes and situa¬ 
tions - from Moliere, where 
she’s Frosine, the match¬ 
maker who cunningly 
arranges a marriage for her¬ 
self in The Miser. Now, 
Moliere found her in corn- 
media, and she goes even 
further back to Plautus, the 
Roman playwright, whose 
traditional characters also 
show up in Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the 
Forum. Wilder was a 
famous borrower. The 
Matchmaker itself comes 
almost directly from 
Viennese comedy - but it 
doesn’t have a Dolly in it at 
all! In putting Dolly/Frosine 
at the center of another play. 
Wilder borrowed not only 
well, but recreated match¬ 
lessly. 

The role of Dolly is a 
career capper. It’s hard to 
find quality projects to fol¬ 
low such a part. Carol told 
me that as a Dolly follow¬ 
up she’d researched the 
biography of a female star 
of the Yiddish theatre. 
Nothing came of it. 
Currently, author Ken 
(Lend Me A Tenor, Crazy 
for You) Ludwig is develop¬ 
ing what will become a 
television special, or maybe 
a mini-series, for Carol. 
“And there’s two scripts 
waiting for me in London,” 
she confided. “But they’re 
not as good as DollyV ’ 

And that’s probably why, 
despite the fact that she’s 
played a dozen roles on 
Broadway, Carol’s identify¬ 
ing roles have been limited. 
What can there possibly be 
after Dolly ? ▼

Writing From a Special Place 


Joe Besecker Writes Plays About the Human Experience

ocal gay playwright Joe 
Besecker has written ten 
plays over the last 11 
' m years with little to no 
fame - or even infamy - to show 
for his efforts. Besecker’s plays 
are inhabited by a bizarre col¬ 
lection of characters, some from 
his own fertile imagination, 
some borrowed from amongst 
friends and family, and others 
are plucked from the worlds of 
cinema and literature. 

The writer hopes that his 
newest play, Sandy Dennis at 
the Maisonettes, currently in 
production at the SoMar 
Theater, will bring the recogni¬ 
tion that has eluded him over the 
last decade. 

Ensconced in the dining 
room of the cozy Castro home 
he shares with Bill, his lover of 
25 years, Besecker gazes out the 
windows into the rainy city and 
describes his latest creation, 
which, like much of his previous 
work, involves artists - in this

case actors and writers - sex and 
violence. Sandy Dennis at the 
Maisonettes is a play about 
plays and involves the 
Pirandellian twist of a play- 
within-a-play-within-a-play and 
then some. 


The action begins with a 
group of actors rehearsing a 
play called Sandy Dennis at the 
Maisonettes, starring Mia 
Farrow as her weirdness Ms. 
Dennis. After establishing that 
Dennis is staying at the 
Maisonettes Hotel in New 
Orleans while appearing at the 
local Tennessee Williams the¬ 
ater festival, characters within 
that play perform scenes from 
other plays, and characters in 
those plays perform scenes from 
other plays, and so on. 

The grand notion that an 
actress is playing Mia Farrow 
playing Sandy Dennis becomes 
of secondary importance as the 
other plays emerge, plays that 
involve Tennessee Williams as 
well as Peter Ochello and Jack 
Straw, the gay lovers and previ¬ 
ous owners of Big Daddy’s 
plantation in Williams’ Cat on a 
Hot Tin Roof. As play folds into 
play, Besecker’s creation 
evolves into a complex, multi¬ 
layered abstraction that, surpris¬ 
ingly, requires only four actors. 


'Sandy Dennis at the Maisonettes' 

Freudian Gumbo

he nightmare goes something like this: a 
woman crouched on the floor in terror is 

jgjf forced to make a choice. Either she fol¬ 
lows the leash around her neck held by 
the man who is playing her mother, or falls vic¬ 
tim to the meat hook her psychiatrist is about to 
plunge into her hand. 

In Joe Besecker’s new play Sandy Dennis at 
the Maisonettes, at the SoMar Theatre, this 
dreamscape is only a small part of the audacious, 
surprisingly rewarding vision wrought in this 
drafty South-of-Market theater space, where the 
ominous sound of a nearby freeway is ever-pre¬ 
sent. 

Bizarre, multi-layered and at times overstat¬ 
ed, Sandy Dennis should not work as well as it 
does. Besecker’s riff on the play-within-a-play 
structure goes far beyond what should be tolera¬ 
ble. By production’s end, we’ve seen bits of at 
least five plays, yet the appearance of each new 
set of characters somehow connects with all the 
other characters and makes Besecker’s dream 
structure all the more compelling. The first play 
we see is, ostensibly, not a play at all. Four 
actors enter the hall in preparation for a rehearsal 
of a play called Sandy Dennis at the 
Maisonettes. 

The insecure, stage-wary actress playing the 
lead role is none other than Mia Farrow. As the 
play begins, we learn that Sandy Dennis, the 
late, oddly mannered Oscar and Tony award¬ 
winning actress, is staying at the Maisonettes 
Hotel in New Orleans for the duration of her 
stint as Miss Alma in a production of Tennessee 
Williams’ Summer and Smoke. The gay propri¬ 
etors of the hotel. Living Stevenson and Preston 
Wood, are so delighted by the appearance of Ms. 
Dennis that they enact a scene from Preston’s 
play. The Straw Cello, based on the never-seen 
gay characters Jack Straw and Peter O’Chello 
from Williams’ Cat on a Hot Tin Roof. 
Unfortunately, Ms. Dennis interrupts the pair 
before they can carry out the “slave rapes the 
owner” segment, but the scene is delicious 
nonetheless. 

Vivid look 

As a play about theater that is about human 
interconnectedness, Sandy Dennis grows more 
and more dreamlike as it goes. As other charac¬ 
ters trot out their plays and screenplays for 
Dennis to hear, names, details and dialogue 
begin to repeat and reemerge in funny and some¬ 
times disturbing ways. By the time the play 
reaches the scene where the woman is on the 
leash about to be murdered, the whole thing has 
devolved into a spicy Freudian gumbo: it’s 


messy and a little too hot, but it’s good. 

Director Mike Ward and lighting/set designer 
Maurice Vercoutere, who both did such good 
work on Dead Heads, Besecker’s last play at the 
SoMar, have given Sandy Dennis a lean, vivid 
look. Vercoutere’s sets and costumes are simple 
but strong. The set is an empty stage, save for a 
chair and a tree stump, and the costumes are 
basic with small but important alterations to 
indicate the emergence of a new character. 

Ward guides his actors ably through this diffi¬ 
cult material. Erik Kever Ryle is frightening as 
the murderous psychiatrist Dr. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, but then gently charming as gay 
hotel proprietor Living Stevenson. Gregg 
Richardson is excellent in the Straw Cello seg¬ 
ment as Peter O’Chello, the frustrated “kept” 
lover. Richardson also shines as “the woman on a 
swing” singing “Real Nice Clambake.” Danielle 
Thys makes the most of her “victim on a leash,” 
but relishes her bits as an incompetent New York 
journalist, as Cougar, Sandy Dennis’ young les¬ 
bian traveling companion, and as Tennessee 
Williams himself in a wonderful seduction scene 
with a shirtless, aspiring young writer. 

Janet Keller has the most difficult role of all 
playing Mia Farrow playing Sandy Dennis. 
Though she gives a strong performance, Keller 
never quite captures either Farrow or Dennis: 
where Keller is strong and direct, both Farrow 
and Dennis would be edgy and quirky. The 
play’s success does not depend on dead ringer 
impersonations of these actresses, but, especial¬ 
ly in the case of Dennis, it would bring an added 
level of pleasure to the play to hear her discuss 
both her fading career and past triumphs. 

Obtuse and engaging, Sandy Dennis at the 
Maisonettes is not for all tastes. Besecker’s 
dream structure serves as an excuse for all kinds 
of political incorrectness, and it seems women in 
general, and lesbians more specifically, bear the 
brunt of it. But also wrapped up in that dream¬ 
like quality is the sense that anything goes. So 
often, dreams feel like overcomplicated dramas 
with seemingly important connections to univer¬ 
sal truths. But the ability to actually make those 
connections and figure out what it all means 
remains elusive and all but impossible the next 
morning. 

Sandy Dennis at the Maisonettes pretends to 
make those connections, but in the end, it’s only 
a play. A crafty, funny jolt of a play. But the 
lights come up, you go home, you muse on the 
profundities, and then you wake up. ▼

Purity of a dream 

The play’s stream-of-con- 
sciousness structure is hardly 
surprising considering that the 
playwright says he actually 
wrote it in a dream state. “This 
is the honest-to-God truth,” 
Besecker insists. “This play is 
completely from the right brain. 


It came to me in a dream and I 
have total amnesia about writing 
it. I’d wake up in the morning 
and begin writing while I was 
still half asleep. It just came to 
me. I don’t expect this to ever 
happen again.” Besecker says 
that prior plays such as last

Olympia Dukakis in ACT's 'Hecuba' 


Timely Tragedy 


Hecuba has been reduced to 
slavery. After a 10-year war, her 
country has fallen to the Greeks; 
her husband and sons all dead. 
Now she, her daughter Polyxena 
(Shirley Roecca) and a handful 
of Trojan women are all that are 
left of the great nation. 

Torturous memories 

Temporarily housed in a 
slave camp on the island of 
Thrace, Hecuba subsists on her 
suffering, is tortured by memo¬ 
ries, and dreams of more death 
and destruction. But before she 
can even resign herself to her 
fate, disaster once again strikes 
deep into the very soul of this 
noble creature. This last tragedy, 
political in nature and fueled by 
the greed of the male leaders of 
her time, forces Hecuba to exact 
a terrible revenge. 

Hecuba is one of the great 
classic acting roles in theatre, and 
Dukakis is completely up for the 
occasion. In each posture and 
every gesture, she reveals the 
anguish of the character. In one 
scene she grovels before one of 
the arrogant Greek kings; in 
another, she raises her body in 
queenly majesty. She is, at various 
intervals, both a protective mother 
and an incensed vindicator. 

This performance is down¬ 
right chilling on its own, but in 
Carey Perloff’s production of a 
new translation of Euripides by 
playwright Timberlake 

Wertenbaker, it is only a part of 
a greater whole. Wertenbaker’s 
play is vivid and topical. The 
seemingly helpless and down¬ 
trodden women of Troy are 
filled with tremendous dignity 
and humanity. The great kings - 
Agamemnon, Odysseus and 
Hecuba’s two-faced friend 
Polymestor of Thrace - are 
politicians first and human 
beings second, a trait not unfa¬ 
miliar to modern audiences. 

Kate Edmunds’ set design is 
brilliant: a stark beach front, a 
land bleached of its color by time 
and the elements, a land being 
eroded away by circumstance. 
Donna Zakowska’s costumes mir¬ 
ror the landscape - fading red and 
orange gowns for the women and 
worn blue military uniforms for 
the men.

year’s Dead Heads, or the popu¬ 
lar Williams psycho-biography 
Tennessee In the Summer, usual¬ 
ly take him eight to nine months 
to complete.

lympia Dukakis was 
jH practically unknown 
until her Academy 
Award-winning turn in 
Moonstruck. That performance 
launched a career which includes 
many other films and her much 
lauded portrayal of transsexual 
landlady Anna Madrigal in the 
PBS series Tales of the City. 


Although post-Oscar fame 
could have spoiled this talented 
performer, thrusting her into a 
series of competent if uninspir¬ 
ing characterizations, Dukakis 
continues to put heart, body and 
soul into her roles. Her brilliant 
portrayal of Hecuba in ACT’s 
new production of the famed 
Greek tragedy is yet another 
notch in a stellar career. 

Once the queen of Troy, 
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Many shades of anguish: Olympia Dukakis in Hecuba. 


harsh lighting beating down, the 
entire atmosphere reflects the 
worn and weary world in which 
Hecuba takes place. 

Terrific performances 

Aside from Dukakis, Remi 
Bosseau as Hecuba’s serving 
woman and Viola Davis as the 
Chorus Leader give terrific per¬ 
formances. The men, as played 
by Ken Ruta (Odysseus), James 
Carpenter (Agamemnon) and 
Stephen Markle (Polymestor), 
are appropriately detestable. If 
they are not personally corrupt, 
then they swell with self-impor¬ 
tance in a political climate that 
breeds and encourages corrup¬ 
tion, one not unlike our own. 

But Perloff’s casting triumph 
is the Chorus of Trojan Women. 
The all-women singing ensem¬ 
ble Kitka as the Chorus is an 
astounding success. Singing to 


David Lang’s hypnotic music, 
not once were they unintelligi¬ 
ble or less than exciting. 

If this play can be faulted for 
anything, it is its complete lack 
of humor. There’s not even the 
tiniest drop. Perloff drives 
Wertenbaker’s already relentless 
script even further. Once the 
tragic events are set in motion, 
nothing occurs to lighten them 
even for a moment. 

However, this lack of humor 
is also evident in our own strife- 
tom society. The problems in 
Hecuba speak to the the women 
of Bosnia, refugees in Rwanda, 
AIDS sufferers all over the 
world, etc. and are as relevant in 
1995 as they were when 
Euripides penned the drama 
centuries ago. Hecuba remains 
an astonishingly honest, timely 
statement, and that, perhaps, is 
the real tragedy. T 


probably won’t know who she 
is,” he says. “But that’s okay 
because the play doesn’t hinge 
on that. But what a shame peo¬ 
ple don’t know her work. I love 
neurotic edge in actresses, and 
she was way over the top. The 
best night of theater I ever expe¬ 
rienced was seeing her in 
Daphne In Cottage D, where 
she commits suicide at the end.

The Dennis of Besecker’s 
play is a burned-out has-been 
who has become a lesbian. Her 
celebrity status, albeit dimmed 
by performances in films like 
the cannibal family stinker 
Parents, prompts the play’s 
other characters to try and 
impress her with their own 
attempts at writing plays. As the 
plays multiply unto themselves, 
the narrative makes an about 
face from the straight and nar¬ 
row. “I could not have written 
this play any earlier in my 
career,” the 53-year-old 
Besecker says. “I would never 


have had the assurance to write 
something like this if I had not 
done realistic plays before it. 
The play started as an experi¬ 
ment and just came to me magi¬ 
cally.” 

Besecker insists that his 
“abstraction” is not intended to 
carry any message. “I write 
because it is my passion,” he 
explains. “I’m not interested in 
messages. I’m interested in the 
music of the play because I like 
to play with the voices of my 
characters. I get lost in it. When 
you write you become God. You 
control the universe and every¬ 
thing that’s happening. That’s 
not a bad place to fall into, espe¬ 
cially with the world as crazy as 
it is. It’s like when I was a kid 
playing with my sister’s paper 
dolls like every good fag did. 
Writing plays to me is like play¬ 
ing with those paper dolls: it’s 
all just manipulating charac¬ 
ters.” 

As a gay playwright, Besecker 
has had a hard time finding his 
niche. “Gay theaters say I’m not 
gay enough,” Besecker says,

“and the more mainstream the¬ 
aters maintain that I’m too gay 
and that my plays will upset their 
audiences. The thing is that I’m 
not interested in writing specifi¬ 
cally gay plays or mainstream 
plays. I write about the human 
experience.” 

And just what about the 
human experience emerges 
from Sandy Dennis at the 
Maisonettes, a play about resur¬ 
recting Besecker’s favorite 
actress and about experimenting 


with a zillion different plays? 
Besecker says that elusive 
“something” is the spiritual con¬ 
nection between all people. 

‘This is an ambitious piece,” 
Besecker concedes. “And I like 
to be oblique. Too much theater 
today is too much like televi¬ 
sion. I want to do what televi¬ 
sion doesn’t do: I want to engage 
and upset the audience.” ▼

C or those who have yet to 
see Complaints of a 
Dutiful Daughter , next 
week’s three-day run at 
the Castro Theatre should be 
required viewing. 

Deborah Hoffmann’s wry, 
poignant story of her mother’s 
descent into Alzheimer’s disease 
has received an Academy Award 
nomination as well as numerous 
other awards, including audi¬ 
ence selection for best docu¬ 
mentary at last year’s Lesbian 
and Gay International Film 
Festival. A treatise on love and 
the acceptance of difference, the 
film holds up equally well to 
repeated screenings where 
Hoffmann’s simple, but evoca¬ 
tive use of the medium becomes 
even more impressive. 

Hoffmann herself narrates 
the film in a conventional style 
that creates an instant intimacy 
with her audience, the edge of 
her New York Jewish accent 
worn soft by her years living 
and working in the Bay Area. 
(Hoffmann is a respected Bay 
Area film editor whose credits 
include the award-winning doc¬ 
umentaries The Times of 
Harvey Milk, Common Threads 
and Marlon Riggs’ Ethnic 
Notions.) 

The filmmaker’s use of old 
family movies and more recent 
footage is equally accessible 
and low-key. A slowed-down, 
grainy clip of Hoffmann’s moth¬ 
er, Doris, peeking out a window, 
her back to the camera, provides 
an understated, but eloquent 
image of the fear and isolation 
surrounding her Alzheimer’s 
diagnosis. 

Thankfully, Hoffmann is also 
able to find gentle humor in her 
own and her mother’s efforts to 
come to terms with the disease. 
Giving up her attempts to cor¬ 
rect Doris’ memory lapses, 
Hoffmann faces the camera. 


greeted by her mother, child¬ 
like and happy in a pink sweat¬ 
suit, saying over and over, “Oh, 
the wonder of me!” 

While this final vision may 
be tinged with sadness, 
Hoffmann’s sensitivity, as both 
daughter and filmmaker, 
ensures that Doris and other 
Alzheimer’s patients never 
lose their essential dignity. 
There is no pity here; only joy 


and love. ▼

says, “Why not?” and happily 
enters her mother’s shifting real¬ 
ity where college friends from 
the ’30s are discussed as if seen 
only yesterday. 

Indeed, as the film and her 
mother’s disease progress, 
Hoffmann finds that acceptance, 
however painful, has unexpected 
rewards. Memories of friends and 
family may disappear, but so does 
Doris’ discomfort with her daugh¬ 
ter’s lesbianism. Hoffmann’s 
longtime partner, cinematograph¬ 
er Frances Reid, simply becomes 
someone who is part of Deborah’s 
life and makes her happy; who 
loves and can be loved by both 
daughter and mother.

scene from La Sylphide. Martin 
has had even more stage expo¬ 
sure than Nzerem. He actually 
danced a starring part with SFB 
last month - and he blew every¬ 
body else off the stage last week 
in Sylphide. He was dancing at 
his edge, jumping so high, cut¬ 
ting his figures with such bril¬ 
liance and landing at such acute 
angles to the floor, it had us at 
the edge of our chairs. He’d 
spring into the air facing 
upstage and way off the ground 
flip round to face us - every 
time it happened, it had the 
force of the sun coming out, 
when his face appeared. 

At every level of training 
the students look good. They 
come from all races and ethnic 
groups, and they danced in a 
lot of different styles with 
assurance. The very young 
looked proud and happy, 
thrilled to know they were pre¬ 
sentable. 

Scholarships awarded 

The training does not seem to 
be stifling personalities. Indeed, 
nobody could miss seeing the 
pleasure that dancing gives 
Serkan Usta, a young man in the 
intermediate classes, who rose 
with a smile to the challenges that 
ballet sets him - and it was grati¬ 
fying to see that he won a schol¬ 
arship for further study. In fact, 
young Mr. Usta won the Eric 
Heilman Memorial Scholarship, 
endowed by the publisher of this 
newspaper. Bob Ross, in memory 
of the award-winning reporter 
who wrote about dance for the 
B.A.R. from 1990 till last year, 
when he died of AIDS. 

Ross created another scholarship 
for Heilman’s predecessor, Keith 
White, who wrote the dance column 
“From Fifth Position” for this paper 
from 1982 to 1990. The Keith White 
Memorial Scholarship went to Leah 
Slayen, a charming dancer we saw 
in the corps of La Sylphide. 

Fans of Keith’s and Eric’s - 
of whom I am one - will be 
glad to know their names will 
be kept alive, and their influ¬ 
ence will continue to be strong, 
through these scholarships, 
which will give material and 
moral support to young lovers 
of the dance. This was a cause 
near to their heart. Both of them 
were very interested in dance 
pedagogy, and Keith was him¬ 
self a talented dancer who’d 
been offered a Ford Foundation 
Scholarship to the School of 
American Ballet. It is very fit¬ 
ting, and I am proud to write for 
a paper that will take such steps 
to honor its own. T

in exile, the great American 
schools were modeled on the 
Imperial Ballet School at St. 
Petersburg. Two of the oldest 
academies were founded by 
graduates of that school. In 
1934, George Balanchine estab¬ 
lished the School of American 
Ballet in New York. Just a few 
months before that, Adolph 
Bolm started the San Francisco 
Ballet School. (Bolm had creat¬ 
ed the starring role in Fokine’s 
Polovtsian Dances in 1911.) 

It takes ten years to make a 
dancer. Ballet technique is 
based on “placement” - i.e., the 
alignment of the bones that sup¬ 
port the body with the least 
strain. Skill in finding that 
alignment is far more important 
than mere muscular strength. 
What’s crucial is mastering this 
shifting architecture. 

And that takes practice, and tal¬ 
ent, and excellent training. In the bal¬ 
let academies, training begins in 
childhood, with daily exercises that 
build progressively from the sim¬ 
plest positions on two feet to the 
most daring cantilevered arabesques, 
to create the “muscle memory” that 
lets a dancer pass through violent 
shifts of balance without breaking 
down the body’s assurance. 

When you see young people 
performing like the students did 
at the San Francisco Ballet’s 
annual school performance last 
week, you see how years of dis¬ 
cipline can pay off a hundred¬ 
fold. The things these kids can 
do! Even the middle-level stu¬ 
dents, who don’t have much 
stage presence, are fabulously 
self-assured.

At the top of the line, we saw 
dancing of heroic caliber from 
two male students who have 
already been appearing regular¬ 
ly with the professional compa¬ 
ny at the opera house. Chidozie 
Nzerem blazed across the stage 
like Nureyev in that quintessen¬ 
tial Nureyev role, the “Pas 
d’Esclave” from Le Corsaire, 
and danced these heroic steps 
bigger, with more elevation and 
clearer positions, than I’ve seen 
in quite a while.

ill Jacobson’s pho¬ 
tographs are blurry, out- 
of-focus, fading at the 
edges of the images into 
undifferentiated white space. 
His Interim Portraits and 
Figures, just opened at Robert 
Koch Gallery, are deliberately 
fuzzy studies of young men. The 
portraits are of head and shoul¬ 
ders; the figure studies repose in 
various postures. Like so much 
art of real consequence during 
the plague, they bring up issues 
of memory and loss. But 
Jacobson’s photos evoke moods 
and psychological states in sub¬ 
tle ways. Like memory, they 
fade, their outlines and features 
becoming indistinct. They are 
works about impermanence, 
loss, and desire. 

Some of these figures are 
almost classically posed, in that 
Greek nude way. 

But they’re never totally 
nude, they’re always wearing 
underwear. I wanted to avoid the 
question of nudity, because peo¬ 
ple tend to focus on genitals. It’s 
more about bodies and faces 
than nudity. Also I wanted to 
give the models a degree of 
comfort. So often taking some¬ 
body’s picture can become an 
act of seduction. 

You chose your models from 
friends and acquaintances? 

Some I know very intimately, 
others were acquaintances, and 
others essentially were 
strangers. Sometimes I would 
meet people at a bar or through 
a friend. The energy I felt from a 
person would determine 
whether I was interested in pho¬ 
tographing them or not. It’s like 
what the Supreme Court said 
about pornography: I know it 
when I see it. 

I don’t even know the HIV 
status of a number of the mod¬ 
els. For me, it’s more about an 
internal process, how the mind 
works in terms of remembrance,

which is what my work is about. 
For a long time I worked with 
old family photos from the ’20s 
and ’30s. I want these portraits 
to function like old family pho¬ 
tos. People have become so used 
to posing for photos with bright, 
bold colors, that in snapshots, a 
lot of the vulnerability you see 
in old pictures is gone. 

Photography is usually about 
detail and specificity, but your 
work is about the way images fade 
out at the edges, like memory. 

Yes, tum-of-the-century pho¬ 
tography really inspired this 
work, with a similar kind of fad¬ 
ing, a lack of detail, because 
there was a poetry to them. So 
much contemporary photogra¬ 
phy is about a recording of 
minute detail, and incredibly sat¬ 
urated color; that becomes for 
me about description and narra¬ 
tive, and I’ve always been more 
interested in the poetic aspects 
of the medium, when a picture 
becomes about impression. 

There’s been so much atten¬ 
tion to the Holocaust recently, 
with the 50th anniversary of the 
liberation of the camps, and being 
Jewish and gay, it’s brought up a 
lot of feelings. I was aware of the 
Holocaust at a very young age, 
some friends of my parents were 
concentration camp survivors It’s 
easy and in some ways trite to call 
AIDS a holocaust now, but there 
are a lot of parallels - both the 


Holocaust and the epidemic were 
caused by the actions and inac¬ 
tions of governments. That’s one 
of the uses of photography: it 
says, let’s not forget. 

Because these pictures evoke 
mood rather than any literal 
reading, they’re in a way more 
interesting than a lot of the 
AIDS memorial art that’s 
sprung up over the last decade. 

People’s reactions are always 
interesting. Some say, ‘Oh, what 
beautiful men!’ And others say, 
‘They really remind me of 
friends dying.’ Ultimately it has 
a lot to do with the personal 
experiences of the viewer. 

What’s the reaction of the mod-

els when they see their portraits? 

Some are flattered. Some 
don’t even recognize them¬ 
selves. Because there is a lot of 
abstraction that goes on. 

I want these pieces to refer to 
the epidemic, but also to refer to 
the passage of time, and to life. 
Also to the whole history of 
anonymous sex in the gay com¬ 
munity, people floating through, 
coming into your life for a sexual 


encounter... that desire for some¬ 
body in a fleeting kind of way. ▼

It has a lot to do, in general, 
with conservative politics 
around the body. Those conserv¬ 
ative politics often carry with 
them fear of loss of bonding 
with your family or community 
of origin. Even in cases where 
people don’t have that fear, 
there are a lot of people who 
retain a sense that sexuality is a 
private matter. 

With Eazy E dying of AIDS, 
we once again have this 
demonic sense of black 
women’s bodies’ sexuality. 
Like Magic Johnson - there’s 
this sense of these evil women 
out there, mostly black, who 
are bringing these good men 
down by spreading disease. 
Those fictions seem to be tied 
to a lack of public discourse 
about sexuality. If we don’t 
talk about sexuality’s pain, we 
don’t talk about its pleasure, 
either. It’s interesting that 
black music has been the place 
where black people have been 
able to have a public discourse 

- such as it is - about sexuali¬ 
ty. And the writings by coura¬ 
geous black people like 
Samuel Delaney. 

You write about so many 
things, from politics to aesthet¬ 
ics. 

I have a book coming out 
called Art on My Mind: Visual 
Politics from New Press, in 
June, mostly about African- 
American or other non-white 
artists. I think I’m an eclectic 
thinker. I write about the things 
that are my passions - like 
Buddhism. I feel lucky because 
I mainly write about the things I 
want to write about. 

Where are you from? 

Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 
Coming to the West Coast was a 
revolution for me, as it was for 
many people in the early ’70s, 
because I had lived such a shel¬ 
tered life in the apartheid south 
that it was like a new world to 
me. It’s funny, because 
California seems so much less 
like a new world at this point in 
time - it felt so magical then. 
Now it doesn’t seem much dif¬ 
ferent from other parts of the 
U.S. 

Occasionally I want to hear 
an oracle who's going to put 
their finger on the moment - the 
political moment - not just in a 
superficial way, but bringing to 
that moment some depth of 
understanding. 

I have this new book coming 
out in September called Killing 
Rage: Ending Racism. A lot of 
what I’ve been talking about is 
how much more hopeful pro¬ 
gressive feminist writing on 
race and racism is than the 
writing of mainstream men of 
all races. I’ve been fascinated 
by the lack of attention that 
progressive feminist writing 
gets. The sort of writing by 
men that tells us, “Racism is 
here to stay, we can’t change it” 

- people just seem to be really 
into that. Rather than reading 
books like Mab Segrest’s 
Memoir of a Race Trader , 
where people are saying, “This 
is how I grappled with racism” 
to arrive in some different 
space. ▼

Are you heterosexual? 

I tend to usually define 
myself as a sex radical. I use the 
kind of broad definition Pat 
Califia gives in Public Sex, 
which I think is a really good 
definition. I was thinking about 
that today, and I think all sexual 
labels function hegemonically 
in our society. Which is, people 
confine people - I just don’t 
know anybody who fucks who 
they say they’re fucking. And it 
seems the truth of everyone’s 
experience is that sexuality is 
infinitely more fluid than any of 
the labels that people are com¬ 
pelled to choose. One of the 
reasons I like the term sex radi¬ 
cal is it embodies space for that 
fluidity. 

What’s the relationship 
between your sex life and your 
theory? 

I was giving this talk at this 
divinity school on Monday. 
There’s this gospel song that 
says, “I want to live the life I 


sing about.” I like to think I try 
to live the life I write about in 
my books and that most of what 
I theorize about comes out of 
my experience. I don’t think 
there’s a hierarchy of theory, but 
I do feel I’m often deeply 
moved by the degree to which 
people theorize from their own 
experience, rather than people 
who are just simply working 
with ideas that are there in their 
minds. 

Have erotic experiences 
expanded your consciousness? 

I’ve been deeply challenged 
to write more about sexuality 
and eroticism by the predomi¬ 
nantly black gay men who are 
my friends and comrades and 
who have challenged me. I 
have not tended in the past to 
write very much about sexuali¬ 
ty, but I feel as we see so many 
of our visionary outspoken 
thinkers around sexuality, who 
are primarily gay - whether 
we’re talking about a person 
like Joseph Beam or Marlon 
Riggs or Audre Lorde, Pat 
Parker - a lot of those people 
have died. We used to talk in 
church about the blood-stained

sacres a crowd of gay men. 

Street protests took place 
whenever Cruising’s crew came 
to the West Village. Columns 
pro and con filled the papers on 
a daily basis. The film’s produc¬ 
er Jerry Weintraub was delight¬ 
ed by it all. This was the sort of 
publicity money couldn’t buy. 
United Artists, on the other 
hand, went into high dudgeon, 
releasing a statement declaring 
that the company “has pursued a 
standard of excellence since 
1929.” 

Many gays and lesbians felt 
ambivalent about the protest. 
Leatherfolk felt activists were 
demonizing them as bad for the 
image of gay liberation. Others 
had free speech complaints. 
But the heart of the anti- 
Cruising movement had less to 
do with any particular “image” 
than with who was creating it 
and why. Hollywood had the 
money and power to make and 
distribute whatever film they 
wanted. Out gays and lesbians 
did not. Consequently, whining 
about the first amendment 
rights of William Friedkin, 
Jerry Weintraub and United 
Artists was beside the point. As 
Ronald Gold, head of the Gay 
Task Force leading the 
Cruising opposition, noted: 
“We always find ourselves in 
the position of having to play 
civil libertarians to a bunch of 
bigots who want their constitu¬ 
tional right to express their 
hatred of us.” 

When Cruising was finally 
released in September of 1980, 
however, nearly everyone found 
themselves in agreement on one 
simple fact - it was a lousy 
movie. It didn’t have the mas¬ 
sacre finale that some had 
feared, but it lacked suspense 
and the acting was terrible. 
Gays didn’t need Friedkin to 
tell them about leather bars. 
Straights stayed away in droves. 
Opening to uniformly negative 
reviews. Cruising did five days 
of good business and then died 
a fast box-office death. “We 
gave it the best shot we could,” 
one studio executive - request¬ 
ing anonymity - told a reporter 
at the time. “The material just 
wasn’t there.” And that would 
have been that, if the film’s 
decade-and-a-half-long 
absence, coupled with a shift in 
the sexual and political climate, 
hadn’t created the impression in 
the minds of the young and 
uninformed that there was 
something of value in this 
grotesque travesty. 

“I’m quite willing to sit down 
with responsible members of the 
gay community and have them 
tell me just how a film like mine 
is going to provoke more vio¬ 
lence against gays,” Friedkin 
told gay activist and film schol¬ 
ar Vito Russo in a New York 
magazine interview he gave dur¬ 
ing the film’s shooting. 

Two months after Cruising’s 
release a man armed with a sub¬ 
machine gun opened fire on 
patrons of the Ramrod - a bar 
prominently featured in the film 
- killing two and wounding 
twelve. 

Friedkin had no comment. ▼
